USE OF PARTY STANDARDS TO SUM UP YEAR'S WORK EMPHASIZED 
Beijing BEIJING RIBAO in Chinse 12 Jan 82 p 1 
[Article by BEIJING RIBAO commentator: "Use Party Standards to Sum Up Work”) 


[Text] At the moment, leading groups @t the ward, county and bureau levels and 
above in the municipality are summing up their work and the basic-level party 
branches are unfolding the summing-up according to the arrangements made by the 
municipal committee. It is necessary tO use 2 Standard to measure both achieve- 
ments and shortcomings in work. This standard consists in the principle of party 
character, party style and party discipline and constitutes the line, guiding 
principle and policy of the party. In a word, we must use the standards of the 


Commu: ist Party to judge achievements, identify shortcomings and sum up our work. 


Using party standards to sum up party work should never have been a problem. But 


due to the severe trauma inflicted om our party organism in the 10-year turmoil, 
some new members of our party do not understand this, while some old comrades are 
indifferent to this old rule. When discussing issues within the party, they do 
not use the standards of the Communist Party--party character, party style, party 
discipline, party line and policy--to judge right and wrong. In their inner-party 
activities, they do not talk party language; instead, they view things and deter- 
mine measures from certain erroneous viewpoints prevalent in society or from the 
standpoint of a few backward people. This state of affairs is what we must take 
care to overcome in our current summing up work. It should be realized that only 
by using party standards to measure the past year’s work can we have a correct 
understanding of the achievements and shortcomings, can we have a clear view of 
the problems and gaps in our work, cam we correctly draw the lesson of experience, 
and can we do our work better this year. 


In using party standards to sum up our work, first of all, the municipal party 
organizations should use the party line and policies laid down in the four-point 
directive of the Central Committee Secretariat on capital construction to measure 
and check up on our work. For example, we should find out whether we stressed 
readjustment in the economic sphere as demanded by the Central Committee of the 
carty. What attitude did we take? Did we take the initiative in stressing economic 
ceadjustment, or did we take a wait-and-see attitude or refuse to carry out read- 
justment? For further example, the party Central Committee proposed that agri- 
cultural production in the Beijing suburbs should serve the livelihood of the urban 
people in the capital. Did we strive to meet the market requirements of the capital, 
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or did we sell certain farm products at higher prices in other localities in 
violation of state plans and contracts? To become one with the party Central 
Committee is not en empty slogan; such an attitude should permeate the practical 
work of party organizations and the activities of party members. If we conscienti- 
ously measure and check up on concrete practical work in light of the party line 
and policies and the four-point directive of the Central Committee Secretariat 

and if we dare to touch on the main probl-ms confronting the units concerned, we 
Shall certainly be able to heighten our pliitical consciousness in implementing 

the decision of the Central Committee and find out which problems have been well 
addressed and which have not, and we shall really affirm the achievements and find 
the gaps in knowledge and action so that in the new year we can take practical 
measures to do our work better in Beijing, in accordance with the demand of the 
Central Committee. 

Furthermore, when using party standards to sum up work we should take care to use 
the principle of party character, party style and party discipline to check up 

on and judge the ranks of our party. It should be realized that given the disrup- 
tive activities of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques, the 
bourgeois ideological influence and the transient weakening of our party's ideologi- 
cal and political work, bourgeois individualism and a trend of bourgeois liberalism 
have developed in society. Some party members have brought this general mood of 
society into the party. Some have made speeches running counter to the four basic 
principles; some have asked the party for mor2y and official posts have done 
perverse things in violation of policy, and have even violated laws and discipline. 
Against this state of affairs, did our party organizations take a clear-cut stand, 
conduct criticism and education, carry out investigation and take action? Or did 
they assume an ambiguous attitude and turn a blind eye? Did they turn big problems 
inte small problems and small problems into no problem at ali and let the problems 
spread unchecked within the party? Within our party, bourgeois individualsin, 
anarchism, evil winds and noxious influences can only be matters to be overcome; 
they cannot be allowed to exist legitimately under any pretext. These matters 
should be criticized whenever they crop up. If the party organizations do not take 
care to teach party members to combat boureois individualism, anarchism, evil winds 
and noxious influences, then the Communist Party will cease to be a communist party, 
and it is out of the question for it to lead the masses in building socialism. 
Comrade Mao Zedong said long ago: “Provided our party style is completely correct, 
all people of our country will learn from us. Those outside the party who are imbued 
with undesirable social practices will learn from us and correct their mistakes 

if they are good and honest. This will exert its influence over the whole nation.” 
This is also true of conditions today. With the party style rectified, a change in 
the general mood of society will certainly be accelerated greatly. In fact, the 
general mood of society has already taken a distinct turn for the better, thanks 

to some improvement in our party style. The party organizations in our capital 
should continue to exert efforts, starting with their own ranks, and strive to 
bring about a decisive turn for the better in our party style this year. 


Through the current summing up of work, our party organizations should take care to 
help party members increase their confidence in the socialist modernization and in 
the future of communism. The situation as a whole in our country is favorable. 

The economic situation continues to improve, the political situation is more stable, 
and the prestige of our party is continuously enhanced. The situation in our

Each Communist Party 
member should not only play an exemplary role in ail kinds of activities but also 
take up the task of ideological and polit:ical work among the masses.

SUPERVISION OF PARTY POLICY IMPLEMENTATION STRESSED

and Verification" ] 


[Text] Since the Third Plenary Session of the lith Party Central Committee, 
the party Central Committee has time and again emphasized that we must adhere 
to the ideological line of seeking truth from facts; where the influence of 
such guidance has prevailed, many leading cadres of our municipality have 
indeed paid more attention to investigation and study. Before formulating a 
concrete principle or policy and before putting forward an actual task or 
Measure, they have usually conducted investigation and study in varying degrees. 
For this reason, generally speaking, the concrete principles and policies we 
have formulated and the concrete tasks and measures we have put forward are 
correct. But we should also insure that some comrades are satisfied when such 
principles and policies, such tasks and measures are put forward, so that in 
the meantime they do not relax their effort to inspect and insure the realiza- 
tion of these principles and policies. This is a noteworthy problem. 


Some comrades are of the opinion that most of our comrades are good or fairly 
good and that as long as our principles, policies, tasks and measures are cor- 
rect, they are bound to be implemented satisfactorily. Such a view is only 
one aspect of this problem; another aspect is that not all correct principles, 
policies, tasks and measures are positively implemented because here they are 
likely to encounter a number of complicated situations. In the process of 
implementation, some policies may encounter special situations that require 
special treatment, new problems may appear along with changing conditions that 
require study and solution, etc. Hence, it is important to formulate correct 
principles, policies, tasks and measures; it is equally important to carry out 
the work of inspecting and verifying them. For instance, issuing a reward is 
one form of implementing the policy "to each according to his work." But 
there are incorrect perceptions and epproaches in this very regard: some de- 
part from the principle "to each according to his work," and some put the 
issuing of reward in opposition to ideological and political work. If we relax 
on our inspection and verification and take only a casual look at the matter 
from a distance, thinking that whenever rewards are issued the policy "to each 
according to his work" is being implemented, that is incorrect. For this 











reason, when correct principles, policies, tasks and measures are put forward, 
efforts to inspect their implementation and to insure their realization are 
important aspects of our practical work. 


Viewed from the standpoint of the relationship between practice and perception, 
the progress from investigation and study to the formulation of policy consti- 
tutes the first practice-perception process; inspection and verification make 
up the second practice-perception process. According to the Marxist theory 

of knowledge, the development of man’s knowledge is a repetitively circular and 
upward spiral practice—perception-practice-perception process. Our efforts to 
go through investigation and study and then put forward concrete princip-es, 
policies, tasks and measures all constitute a perception; such perception can 
only be relatively true. Along with changing times, places and conditions, 
such relative truth will itself alse undergo change. That is to say, along 
with the development of practice, objective actualities change or certainly 
previously concealed contradictions reveal themselves, and as a result the 
originally formulated principles, policies, tasks and measures are seen as not 
perfect enough and hence require partial readjustment. Such readjustment, in 
turn, depends on the leading organs carrying cut regular inspection and super- 
vision, so that the principles and policies cama all be geniwinely realized. 
After readjustment is made, new situations may occur again; then, what is re- 
quired is further readjustmerct and verification through inspection, thus con- 
tinuing the repetitively circular movement ad infinitum. This is the law of 
the development of man's knowledge. For instance, in order to carry out the 
responsibility system in enterprises and in the countryside, the “fixing of 
output quotas” is a good form. But in practice it is discovered that some 
ways of “fixing such output quotas” are not yet perfect enough, and because ~ 
this acts in violation of the simultaneous consideration of state, collect’ 

and individual interests are found to have been committed in some enterprise 
communes and production brigades. In the case of some cadres, they even wave 
the banner of representing the interests of the masses while they actually 
represent only the backward ideas of a part of the workers and peasants, as 
they seek to fleece the state and demand a high price whenever they get a chance. 
In order to overcome this kind of situation, we must not fall short of seriously 
strengthening our inspection and supervision and finding a solution to it. 

And “finding a solution to it" means to provide new methods. Hence, what is 
called inspection and supervision here, in the long river of man's developing 
knowledge, may also be said to be investigation and study prior to the formula- 
tion of our principles and policies. The view that only investigation and 
study prior to the formulation of such principles and policies are what are 
important and that inspection .ad verification are not very important is ob- 
viously self-contradictory and therefore incorrect. In this sense, even while 
our cadres ate all good, in order to deepen their perception and have their 
perception accord with objective laws, it is still necessary to carry out 
inspection and supervision. 


4*fecting the implementation of correct principles and policies are stili other 
causes. For instance, some cadres fail to bestir themselves, lack a suffi- 
ciently strong sense of responsibility; or their workstyle wavers and their 
zeal sags; or their leading group happens to be afflicted by disunity, so their 








work is affected, etc. In the face of such problems, it is necessary for us 

to overcome the state of laxity and feebleness in our guiding ideology and 
correctly launch criticism and self-criticism. And in order to correctly launch 
criticism and self-criticism, it is further necessary for us to acquire a 
concrete, comprehensive understanding of how our ideology and workstyle affect 
the implementation of our policies and tasks before we can shoot our arrow at 
the target. This means that we must carry out inspection and supervision. 
Without inspection and supervision, nothing can be verified.

CONSCIENTIOUS APPROACH URGED TO RECTIFY PARTY STYLE

{Text] Our paper today carries an account of how a group of Cixi County Committee 
members took the lead in implementing the “code of conduct." This matter gives 

us enlightenment: if we want to rectify the party style we must take a conscienti- 
ous approach. 


Since the Third Plenum of the party, correct lines and policies have been established 
and party rules and regulations are being brought gradually to perfection through 
our efforts to bring order out of chaos. The question now is to ask party organi- 
zations and all party cadres to indulge in less idle talk, insure conscientious 
implementation and strive for a decisive improvement in the party style. To 

achieve this, our leading cadres must take the lead in implementing them conscienti- 
ously and earnestly and set an example. What gives us muci: food for thought is 

that since the announcement of the “code of conduct,” our party style still has 

not taken a fundamental turn for the better. One important reason is that a small 
number of party cadres and, in particular, some leading cadres lack the spirit of 
acting conscientiously according to the “code of conduct." They deal with party 
lines and policies passively, instead of seriously studying and implementing them; 
they take a careless and perfunctory attitude toward party assignments, instead of 
carrying ther out on their own responsibility; they quarrel with each other over 

and even remain indifferent to the new situations and new problems arising from the 
»roduction and life of the masses, instead of seriously studying and dealing with 
them; they themselves enthusiastically promote perverse trends, instead of seriously 
and stut>ornly checking up on and handling them. Obviously, if such a spiritual 
State is not changed, it will undoubtedly be difficult to rectify the party style. 


Some comrades take the view that it is right to take leading cadres’ important 
2rovlems seriously but there is no reason to take the minor things in their lives 

.ously. This is not a balanced view. Whether the personal life of a Communist 
‘arty member is hard or luxurious is not only a question of material life but also 
a matter of spiritual life. When the masses judge a cadre, the first thing that 
comes to their minds is his personal life. It is inconceivable that a cadre who 
exploits his functions and power for his personal interest and who has only his 
personal and family interests on his mind will act conscientiously in accordance 
with party policy and principle and seek the interests of the state and the people 
wholeheartedly! 
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"When one is upright one's shadow is not aslant.™ Such are cadres’ words of praise 
to the leading cadres of the county committee. To rectify the party style, we must, 
like the Cixi County committee, take all things, great and small, seriously, walk

GANSU PARTY DEALS WITH CORRUPTION OF TWO LEADING CADRES

[Article: "Corruption Cases Dealt With in Gansu Province”] 


{Text] Recently the Gansu Provincial CCP Committee sternly dealt with two leading 
cadres who violated party discipline. Du Jinzhang [2629 6930 4545], Communist Party 
member and deputy chief of the Sansu Standardization Bureau, continued to form 
factions and build up his personal influence. The provincial committee decided to 
Place him on l-year's probation in the party and recommended that administratively 
he be removed from office. Guo Guangzhao [6735 0342 3564], Cammunist Party member 
and deputy chief of the motor management office for Gansu organs, enterprises and 
institutions, exploited his functions and power to enlarge his house in violation 

of the law and discipline. The provincial party committee for the Gansu Department 
of Cammunications decided to remove him from both party and administrative posts, 

to take back the enlarged house within a specified time, and to make new arrangements 
for his shelter. Guo Guangzhao has moved from his residence. 


Du Jinzhang committed errors during the "great cultural revolution." When the "gang 
of four" were exposed and criticized, Du resumed work in June 1979 and took charge of 
construction organization. Learning no lessons from the past, he continued to form 
factions and build up his personal influence. The provincial committee had made it 
clear to Du that the operation of the Standardization Bureau is technical in nature 
and needed to have more technical personnel transferred to the bureau. He arbi- 
trarily brought in a large number of workers and administrative personnel, accounting 
for 50 percent of the personnel transferred to the bureau. Among them same had 
joined him in factional fighting during the “cultural revolutiom" and some had taken 
care of him for a time while he was under investigation. At one time Du lived in 

the hame of a lathe operator while he was under investigation. He pramised to trans- 
fer the lathe operator to the Standardization Bureau. The bureau had no openings 

for workers to be brought in, but the lathe operator frequently visited Du. During 
a scuffle with a cadre on 17 January 1880, the lathe operator damaged a thermos 
bottle, a wooden bench and an aluminum pot, and kicked the office door in. Du, who 
was on the spot, took no actimm to stop him, and sent the worker home in a Car. 

After the incident, Du personally approved the transfer of this worker to the bureau. 
"he personnel cadre raised objections, but Du insisted on the transfer. Two of the 
personnel transferred to the bureau were Du's relatives; of the 28 persons trans- 
ferred without authority, 19 were transferred to the bureau at Du's discretion. 
Furthermore, Du Jinzhuang arbitrarily gave four of them office and division respon- 
Sibilities. What Du Jinzhang did had very bad effects. 





During the period in which he worked at the freight station, Guo Guangzhao exploited 
his functions and power while having housing repairs made, and changed his abode 
from a mud-and-wood structure to a brick-wood structure and increased the number of 
roams from five to seven, squandering 12,000 yuan worth of state property. Guo 
Guangzhao transported 3.32 cubic meters of timber from the freight station and 
sold it at a low price to the leader of the construction unit concerned. To cover 
up the overspending, the responsible person of the construction unit directed the 
Statistics worker to forge final accounting of expenses amainting to 3,034.79 yuan. 
He contemplated transferring the overspending to the final account of expenses 
incurred by the workers’ dormitory of the freight station. His actios also had 
very bad effects.

Le Xi refused 
to accept it, saying: "I take abstention from avarice as my treasure, and you take 
jade as your treasure; if ya give me this piece of jade, yqm will lose your 

treasure and I will also lose my treasure." Here, Le Xi saw a “treasure” far more 
important than money, and that is moral integrity. 


Taking momey lightly and taking moral integrity seriously constitute a longstanding, 
fine tradition of the Chinese people. Today, there are those who stress moral 
integrity, and their stories radiate brilliance upon others. A revolutionary of the 
ole generation donates a big sum of momey to create happiness for posterity; a child 
several years of age does not pocket the money he picks up and hence relieves the 
original owner from worry: the more integrity demonstrated by these comrades is 

the treasure of our time. 


But there are also opposite situations. Some people open their eyes only when they 
see money. On their job they work only according to what they get, while they pursue 
money and profit all the time. Same people have no scruples about mortgaging state 
and collective interests while bribing or accepting bribes from others, and some of 
these persons are leading cadres of the party. The lowly sentiments of these 
people are far worse than those of Le Xi more than 2,000 yars ago: is this not a 
pity? Where the unhealthy practice of “looking up to money” prevails, it is bound 
to call forth such consequences as attempts to establish connections, entry by the 
back door, the seeking of privileges and departmentalism accordingly, and it 
undoubtedly constitutes a serious erosiveness on the state, the ranks of the cadres, 
and society as a whole. 


Living in a commodity econamy society, people cannot avoid dealing with money. But 
if @ person is willing to be enslaved by mmey and to indulge in the enjoyment of 
material life, he is bound to be empty in his spirit and to cause his creative 
capabilities to be weakened, thereby losing the value of man's existence and also 
affecting the happy existence of others. Only those with high moral integrity, far- 
Sighted determination, and striving assertiveness are able to create infinite 
material wealth for society.

Cambat ‘Nice Guy’ Attitude

[Text] Recently I went down to the basic level to work and learned that a deputy 
secretary of a party branch was dabbling in deviqis workstyles. The secretary of 
the party branch in questiqm knew this very clearly, but it just seemed impossible 
for him to set aside the problem of sensitivity and carry out the necessary criticism 
and ideological struggle--thus demmstrating how flabby and feeble his leadership 
was. 


We advocate the revolutiqary style of daring to carry mt a tit-far-tat struggle 
against certain devious workstyles in the party and society in order to consolidate 
the party's collective life and consolidate the relatiomship between the party and 
the masses. Yet in our party and amid our revolutionary ranks, there is a kind of 
"nice guys," These "nice guys" may be divided into two types. One type is timid and 
does not dare to struggle. Toward erromeous trends and devious practices, this 
[type] adopts a liberalist attitude of following worldly wisdom and playing it safe 
without making any attempt to stop them, to contend with them, or to struggle against 
them--maintaining the principle of not offending anyone in anything. This type has 
learned the philosophy of social conduct of nice guys, refrains from expressing any 
position on the question of right and wrong, opens ome eye and closes one eye, and 
remains aloof no matter what heaven-disturbing incidents might be taking place. The 
other type seeks to make do ome way or another in dealing with people and handling 
things. Those of this category do their best to cultivate the “art of establishing 
connections,” make contacts here and there, make use of each other, and place 
personal sensitivities above party character. The cammon characteristic of these 
two types of "nice guys” is that they forget the larger goal of our cause, exude an 
inclination to fare away their days by way of trivial calculations, and amit the 
principle of party character from their cmsiderations. The existence of such "nice 
guys” in large numbers is one of the important reasons why qr ideological work 
remains flabby and feeble. In his article "Political Agitation and the ‘Class View 
point,'" Lenin said: "We should resolutely struggle against all bourgeois ideas, 
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nO Matter in what fashionable and beautiful cloak they may appear." We must have 

"e spirit of insisting upon principles, not being afraid of offending people, not 
being afraid of destroying someone's reputation, and not being afraid of facing 
retaliation. Only thus can w effectively resist various erromeous deeds am trends. 


We should see that the present flabbiness and feebleness of our ideological work of 

. general nature and a kind of camprehensive illness. Such a canprehensive iliness 

is not something that any department or any part of the people can solve; it must be 
solved through being dealt with in a comprehensive way. Our party organizations at 
various levels and various departments (including econamic departments) must earnestly 
grasp ideological work. They must not let it go oce it is discussed in a meeting 

or talked about in conversations. Every cammunist must start with himself, and first 
and foremost the leading cadres at various levels must start with themselves, in 
asserting their spirit, exerting their zeal, stiffening their spines, and reinforcing 
their determination so as to enliven further our ideological work. 


Of course, in advocating the spirit of struggle, we by no means euggest following 
what used to be advocated by the “gang of four,” assuming rainy weather as soon as 
we hear the wind, and struggling at random no matter what the facts in question are. 
In that way, we can only ruin our party workstyle, disintegrate our unity, and dis- 
turb the popular mind.

SOciety can function in an orderly and normal fashion. Our society naturally also 
has our social public morality. 


i'n the past few years, incidents involving violations of social public morality have 
been gradually decreasing in number, but people still encounter unpleasant episodes 
quite often. For example, same people converse noisily in libraries, same people 


Spit everywhere on the street, same people break into the middle of a waiting line, 
sane people rush to occupy seats while riding on a bus.... Cases like these still 
occur rather frequently. 


Don't these comrades understand anything about public morality? Indeed, generally 
Sveaking, @ person's moral cultivation is related to the cultivation of his knowledge; 
‘2 persons violate moral norms in their behavior because they lack pertinent know 
‘ease. Therefore, propaganda and education on morality should include popularization 
<nowledge--both general knowledge and moral knowledge. What this article wishes 
LO discuss is ideology, and insofar as ideology is concerned, the root of all the 
above lies in the word "selfishness," that is, awareness of only the interests of 
oneself. However they may be reflected in form, the motive and effect of acts that 
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are contradictory to the requirements of public morality or that are in violation of 
public morality are all uniform: they are all designed to make things convenient 
for the doers themselves and to satisfy their own certain temporary desires, while 
obstructing other people's activities and damaging other people's interests and 
needs. 


Therefore, in order to propagate and popularize social public morality, we must 
conduct education on "public-mindedness” among all members of society. Only thus 
will social public morality became the ladder by which people ascend to the realm 
of communist morality and communist ideology. Because, according to the way Lenin 
put it, the core of communist morality and ideology is likewise the word “public- 
mindedness." 


"Being utterly dedicated to others with no thaught of self" was praise conferred on 
the great internationalist fighter Bethune by Camrade Mao Zedong; "Let others 
benefit fram your existence” was the motto of Soviet hero (Madelosev): "I feel 
that to let myself live is to make others live better" was Lei Feng's maxim of life. 
In propagating social public morality today, we jreatly need to loudly pronounce 
anew such statements, which shine with this thought of “public-mindedness” and 
thereby create a powerful public apinion as to why “it is honorable to observe 
social public morality; it is shameful to violate social public morality." Through 
the airing of such powerful public opinion, how many people's souls are going to 
became refined, and how many flowers of spiritual civilization are going to blossa 
forth!

LEGAL SYSTEM, SPIRITUAL CIVILIZATION SAID MUTUALLY SUPPORTING

/Text/ Civilization means the state of development and progress of society. It 
comprises two aspects: One is material civilization and the other is spiritual 
civilization. Material civilization is the foundation of spiritual civilization. 
Spiritual civilization, in turn, reacts on material civilization. Both material 
and spiritual civilizations are continually developing. When comparing feudal 
society with a slave society or capitalist society with a feudal society, not only 
has material civilization had tremendous development and progress, spiritual civili- 
zation has, too. However, they both are accompanied by “overt” or “covert” "slave 
systems," and are based on opporession and exploitation of one class by another. 
Socialist society has abolished the system of exploitation of man by man and 
established the system of public ownership of the means of production. Working 
people have become masters of the country. "Without the whip of the factory owner, 
they are hardworking; without the supervision of the capitalist, they maintain high 
efficiency; without slavery, they keep discipline; withiout domination, they have 
their sequence of work. The idealism in which the masses proceed in all cases from 
the interests of the people, the rigorous self-restraint, and the genuine sense of 
citizen's responsibility constitute the moral basis of the socialist society." 
(Rose Luxemburg: "On the Russian Revolution") Although at present we have yet to 
accomplish all of these, we are confident that we will achieve them in the future. 
The socialist material as well as spiritual civilizations will certainly surpass 
that of all previous times. 


At the time when Engels was talking of spiritual civilization, he mentioned not only 
“the invention of writing and its application to historical documents," “the crea- 
tion of art," the “ever-increasing development" of science, and “the high-degree 


development of art," but also the "greed" and “hypocrisy” of the exploiting class, 
and so forth. In addition, he also mentioned the state and law and deemed that both 


of them are important essentials of spiritual civilization. 


When human society was in the primitive and uncivilized ages, there was no cless or 
Class struggle in existence and, therefore, there was no state. When the system 
of private ownership emerged in human society, it was followed by the emergence of 
classes and class struggle, with “exploitation of one class by another,” which came 
to be “the basis of the civilized age." As a result, states came into being. 
Engels has said explicitly: "A state is the summation of a civilized society." 
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State and law are closely related to each other. A state cannot exist without law, 
if so, it cannot be regarded as a state. 


Is it a strained interpretation to regard the law as an important substance of 
spiritual civilization? Of course not. In 1957, Comrade Dong Biw pointed out in 
his "Speech at the Meeting of Chief Procurators of Military Procuratorates and 
Presidents cf Military Courts": "Since mankind has entered into civilized society, 
when speaking of civilization, the legal system has always been counted.." Ina 
country, if there is no law to rely on and a disorganized state of affairs in every 
aspect, it is impossible to build a high-level spiritual civilization. 


From the "Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since the 
Founding of the People's Republic of China” we can sense that there are two 
important factors for building a high-level socialist spiritual civilization: One 
is to develop education, science and culture, and the other is to carry out educa- 
tion in communist ideals, belief, morality and values. Without a highly developed 
education, science and culture, it is impossible to talk about building a high-level 
spiritual civilization. The general mood and public security in our country so far 
has not taken a fundamental turn for the better owing to the damages done by Lin 
Biao and the "gang of four." The general mood of society is a comprehensive reflec- 
tion of the situation of spiritual civilization of a society and a yardstick for 
measuring the level of morality of a society. The general mood of a society is, in 
turn, closely related to the condition of social security. Problems concerning the 
general mood and public security of a society should be “tackled in a comprehensive 
way." To carry out education in communist ideals, belief, morality and values and 
to become adept at utilizing legal weaponry are two of the most important methods. 
In moral education, there are problems of moral habits, social order, discipline, 
manners, hygiene, and so forth. In order to put our country in order, aside from 
insisting on the four basic principles and carrying forward socialist democracy 
resolutely, it is necessary to strengthen the socialist legal system and carry out 
socialist spiritual education by taking communist ideals, belief, moralit: and 
values as its important features. 


Along with the continuous development of the construction of socialist modernization 
in our country, the need of utilizing the legal system to aajust social relations 

is expected to increase day by day and the role the legal system will play in the 
entire social life is also expected to become greater and greater. However, social 
life is very complicated. No matter how complete the legal system is, it is 
impossible to make clear and specific rules for every .spect of social life. Yet, 
the role that communist morality can play is far more extensive. The socialist 
legal system and communist morality are two principal norms of conduct for maintain- 
ing social order. Both of them work in coordination and neither of them can be 
dispensed with. Enforcement of law depends upon the compulsory force of the state. 
Criminal responsibilities or criminal offenses which are seriously destructive to 
public order and harmful to public security should be investigated. Legal respon- 
sibility should be borne by those who violate civil and economic laws and regula- 
tions. However, in dealing with conduct which harms public order or which runs 
counter to public morality in general we cannot entirely resort to legal punish- 
ment, but should rely on education in communist morality. Evil activities of 
various kinds can be adjusted and eliminated through such channels as praise or 
censure of public opinion, restraints exercised by moral standards, and self- 
reproach by people's own consciences, and so forth. Public opinion in a society 
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is the “court” of morality. Communist morality also positively requires people 

to do much more. For instance, be ready to take up the cudgel for a just cause and 
‘are to wage struggles against evildoers and evil deeds. As long as we are able to 
carry out thoroughly and persistently education in socialist spiritual civiiization 
by taking communist ideals, beliefs, morality and values as its important contents, 
we can evolve a-correct public opinion and a good general mood in our society, and 

thereby raise the moral standard of the society as a whole. It may be put this 


way, the law is to cure troubles which “have been made,” but moral education is to 
take preventive measures against “possible troubles." Strengthening of the sociai- 
.st legal system_and education in spiritual civilization with communist ideals, 
celiets, morality and values as its important contents are complementary to each 
other. Both the Constitution of 1954 and the present one of our nation have 
stipulated that “observing public order and respecting social morality” are the 
fundamental duties every citizen should fulfill. On the one hand, communist 
morality requires that every citizen should rigorously observe the constitution and 
the law. All illegal activities, especially criminal offenses, are regarded as 
activities violating communist morality. On the other hand, the basic requirements 
of communist morality also are reflected in the constitution and some other laws. 
It explains that strengthening the socialist legal system and carrying out education 
in spiritual civilization centered around communist morality are mutually penetrat- 
ing with regard to content. 


To carry out education to publicize the legal system widely and thorouchly for the 
vast numbers of cadres and the masses, especially for the mass of youth is also an 
important content of education in socialist: spiritual civilization. Not only we 
must carry out education to publicize the legal system, but also we must formulate 
some feasible systems and measures. At present, a number of areas and units have, 
in accordance with their respective concret:e conditions, worked out “pledges” and 
‘rules" regarding manners, etc., to combine ideological education with necessary 
systems. If we can persist in this way unremittinly, people will be able to 
Gradually cultivate habits of obeying discipline and observing the law, and thereby 
create a favorable general mood of society and lofty moral habits. By adding to 
them the highly developed education, science, and culture, we can then build a 
high-level socialist spiritual civilization.

PERSONALITY CULT SCORED AS ‘ROTTEN BEQUEST OF PAST‘

[Text] The cult of personality is a rotten bequest left over from man's past 
history and a remnant poison of historical idealism. It has resulted in serious 
setbacks and damage to the international commmist movement and great suffering 
to our party and state. We must fully recognize its errors and harm from the 
unity of theory and practice. 


Materialists are of the opinion that the masses of the people are the creators 
of material wealth in society; without food, clothing, housing, daily amenities, 
and material means of a similar nature provided by the labor and production 

of the masses of the people, human society could hardly exist or develop. The 
masses of the people are also the creators of our spiritual wealth; not only 
does the material wealth they create provide the material premise for those 

who are engaged in political, scientific, and artistic activities, but it is 
precisely their activity that tape the fountains of all spiritual civilization. 
The masses of the people are likewise the decisive force in social change; 
without the struggle by the masses of the people, old social systems could 

not be destroyed, nor new social systems brought into being. Comrade Mao Zedong 
profoundly pointed out: "The people, and the people alone, are the driving 
force in the creation of world history." The masses of the people are the 
creators of history. 


While affirming that the masses of the people are the creators of history, 
materialists by no means deny the role of the individual in history. Lenin 
said: "In history, no class which fails to elect its own political leaders 
and advanced representatives who are good at organizing and guiding movements 
can achieve the ruling status” ("Selected Works of Lenin,” Vol 1, p 210). The 
"Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since the Founding 
of Our State," passed by the Sixth Plenary Session of the llth Party Central 
Committee, points out: Without the leadership of Comrade Mao Zedong and the 
Party Central Committee headed by him, “our party and people would have groped 
in darkness for a far longer period." But this great role can be played only 
with two basic premises. 
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First, it must accord with the trend of historical development. Marxism holds 
that human society is a natural historical process which has its own laws of 
development, and such laws are independent ef the people's will. Marx said: 
"Every period of society requires its own great personalities, and if there 

is a lack of such personalities, it will create such personalities” ("Selected 
Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 1, p 450). Heroic personalities appear in 
response to the needs of the time, the needs of the classes, and the needs of 
mass struggle; it is a case of “the trend of the times creating the heroes," 
and not of “heroes creating the trend of the times." 


Second, it must have the role of the masses of the people as its foundation. 

The key to the greatness of the role of outstanding personalities lies in whether 
or not they represent the interests and demands of the masses of the people, 

and whether or not they are positively supported and upheld by the masses of 

the people. Leaders of the proletariat can make outstanding contributions to 
history only if they represent the interests of the masses of the people and 

rely on the struggle and strength of the masses of the people. 


The personality cult worships two basic premises: it exaggerates the role of 
the leader to the point of his being able to change the fundamental trend of 
historical development as he pleases and trumpets the idea of “heroes creating 
the trend of the times," on the one hand, while on the other hand it exaggerates 
the role of the leader as being capable of transcending the role of the masses 
of the people, propagates genius-determinism, takes the revolutionary leader 

as an omniscient and omnipotent “deity,” and takes the masses of the people 

as fools. This fundamentally violates the principle of historical materialism. 
The reason why the criticism of the s.-called “liu-Deng headquarters," generated 
during the “Cultural Revolution,” lacked the support of the masses of the 

people was precisely because it ran counter to the trend of historical develop- 
ment as well as to party inclinations and the popular mind. Why was the Central 
Committee Politburo able in October 1976 to smash the "gang of four" with one 
stroke? Was it not because smashing the "gang of four" accorded with the de- 
mands of historical development, accorded with the wishes of the party and the 
people, and implemented the will of the party and the people? 


The cult of personality brings serious dangers to the cause of the party and 

the people in practice. In the first place, it violates the party's ideological 
line. Our party's ideological line is a dialectical-materialistic line; its 
fundamental point is to proceed from reality in everything, to connect theory 
with practice, to seek truth from facts, and to take practice as the only 
criterion for testing truth. But the cult of personality takes the revolutionary 
leader as a savior, revolutionary theory as the individual creation of an 
omniscient gifted personality, the leader's "every statement as truth," and 

the task of the masses of the people as "operating according to every such 
statement as a result." It takes what the leader has said as the norm for 
measuring right and wrong, and it resorts to implementing the "two whatevers.” 
The result has been an aggravation of subjectivism and dogmatism. 


In the second place, it destroys the party's collective leadership and the 
party's democratic centralism organizationally. Collective leadership is one 
of the highest principles of party leadership. Democratic centralism is the 
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party's fundamental principle of organization, Our party has prescribed that 
whenever a major question is involved, the decision must be made through collec- 
tive discussion; this is an important guarantee against the making of wrong 
decisions. Our principles are: "the individual obeys the organization, the 
minority obeys the majority, the lower level obeys the superior level, and the 
whole party obeys the Central Committee." But the cult of personality func- 
tions otherwise; it places the revolutionary leader above the party organiza- 
tion and not within the party organization, above the masses and not among the 
masses, so that practices such as “what I say counts,” a patriarchal system, 
and personal arbitrariness come to prevail, and collective leadership and demo- 
cratic centralism become mere forms, or even such forms no longer exist. 


In the third place, it suppresses socialist democracy in politics and sabotages 
the socialist legal system. The socialist cause is the cause of the hundreds 

of millions of people themselves. Only by gradually building a highly democratic 
socialist political system, giving full scope to socialist democracy, and 
guaranteeing real enjoyment by the masses of the people of the right to parti- 
cipate in the management of the affairs of state can we mobilize the enthusiasm 
of the masses of the people to the maximum extent in our attempt to realize 

this great cause. The socialist legal system is the guarantee for socialist 
democracy; without a healthy socialist legal system, the people's rights cannot 
be protected, and the sabotage activities on the part of class enemies cannot 

be accurately and effectively tackled. Yet the personality cult maintains that 
the leader's wisdom is unlimited; he can be master of the house on behalf of 

all the people; if the masses of the people would only pledge their allegiance 
to the leader personally, it would be superfluous for them to try to participate 
in the management of affairs of state, and to develop socialist democracy. 

The leader's will is the highest principle for legislation; thus it is super- 
fluous to try to strengthen the socialist legal system. On the basis of prin- 
ciples such as these, whatever [activities] run counter to the leader's will 

or lead to views that differ from certain expressions of the leaders are regarded 
as the greatest possible outrage or “vicious attack," and thus require "the 
whole party to crack down on them and the whole people to condemn them." _ 
Didn't countless unjust, false, and erroneous cases of litigation result from 
such ideological guidance during the “Cultural Revolution?" 


Finally, the personality cult is bound to be utilized by careerists and plotters 
to carry out feudal, autocratic restoration. Lin Biao's sinister counterrevolu- 
tionary activities began precisely by taking advantage of this personality 

cult, making use of the leader's mistakes and the masses’ feelings, in order 

on the one hand to elevate himself and on the other hand to attack others, 
exclude dissenters, and pave the way for his own feudal restoration. 


In showing unmatched love for their own leader, the vast ranks of the masses 

of the people are showing love for the interests of the party, the interests 

of their own class, and the interests of the masses of the people themselves; 
such a feeling must continue to be given full play. But we must insist on the 
fundamental viewpoint of historical materialism on the role of the individual 
and the masses in history; correctly understand and deal with the relationship 
between the classes, the political parties, the leader, and the masses; adhere 
to collective leadership and democratic centralism; adhere to the Marxist theory 
of knowledge; implement the fundamental principles of seeking truth from facts 
and the mass line; strengthen the party's leadership; improve the party's leader- 
ship; and gradually build our country into a modern, highly democratic, and 
highly civilized socialist power.

QUALIFICATIONS TO BECOME LAWYERS EXPLAINED 
Shanghai MINZHU YU FAZHI [DEMOCRACY AND LEGAL SYSTEM] in Chinese No 12, 1981 p 43 
[Article by Chuanhu [0673 0278 1487]: “Qualifications for Lawyers Explained"] 


[Text] Article 8 on the qualifications to become lawyers in the "Provisional 
Regulations of the People's Republic of China Concerning Lawyers" states: "The 
following citizens who love the People's Republic of China, support the socialist 
system and have the right to elect and to be elected, and who are found qualified 
after examination may acquire the qualifications of lawyers and become lawyers: 

(1) those who have graduated from a law school of an institute of higher learning, 
have done judicial work, and have taught law or conducted research in the science 
of law for more than 2 years; (2) those who have received legal training and worked 
in the capacity «if people’s court jduges and prosecutors of people's procuratorates; 
(3) those who have received higher education, have done economic, scientific and 
technical work for more than 3 years, have an intimate knowledge of their special- 
ities and of laws and decrees relevant to their specialities and, after training 

in law speciality, are fit for the work of lawyers; (4) others who are up to the 
legal professional level indicated in point (1) of this article and who are up to 
the cultural level of the institutee of higher learning and are fit for the work 

of lawyers." 


Article 9 states: “It is necessary for the judicial departments (bureaus) of 
provinces, autonomous regions and municipalities directly under the central govern- 
ment to examine, approve and issue the certificate of lawyer to those who have 
acquired the qualifications to become lawyers and to report to the Ministry of 
Justice of the People's Republic of China for the record. Where examination and 
approval are found to be not in order, the Ministry of Justice should notify the 
judicial departments (bureaus) concerned to “examine and approve" again. This, 
those who have the above qualifications and have been examined and found qualified 
by the competent authorities may acquire the qualifications of lawyers and become 
lawyers or part-time lawyers. 


Given the protracted disruption caused by the leftist erroneous thinking, the 
disruptive activities and aftermath of the 10-year turmoil, the institutes of higher 
learning have produced few law school graduates, and very few law students are now 
practising as lawyers. There is a serious shortage of lawyers at present, and a 

gap has now appeared between the existing ranks of lawyers who are comparatively 

old in age and the new generation of lawyers to be brought up. This being the 
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case, we must not confine ourselves to choosing lawyers from among law school 
graduates; we must open all avenues for people of talent and widely select talented 
persons. Furthermore, we must solve the problem of the source of lawyers by inte- 
grating professional knowledge with practical experience ard professional education 
with on-the-job training. From the four types of personnel enumerated in Article 8 
of the above "regulations," it appears that except for those in the first iten, 
those who may acquire the qualifications of lawyers and become lawyers need not 
necessarily be graduates from the law scaool of an institute of higher learning 
and that all those who have passed the examination may acquire the qualifications 
to become lawyers. 


Comrades who are interested in becoming lawyers may take the road of independent 
Study to acquire the qualifications to become lawyers. The correspondence depart- 
ment of the Huadong College of Political Science and Law has recently adopted the 
system of independent study and taking examination. Under this system, the law 
examination is given, credits are accumulated and 16 courses are provided: philoso- 
phy, political economy, history of the Chinese Communist Party, formal logic, 
Chinese, basic theory of law, history ot the Chinese legal system, the constitution, 
penal code, criminal procedural law, civil law, civil precedural law, internaional 
law, and legal documents, all of which are compulsory. These courses are to be 
examined over 4 years of four courses each year. Those who pass the examination 

in all courses will be issued diplomas with the qualifications of law school 
graduates from the institutes of higher learning. Thus, those who exert efforts 
may study on their own and become lawyers.

[Text] "How To Be a Good Communist" in the first volume of "The Selected Works of 
Liu Shaoqi" is a valuable spiritual treasure bequeathed to our party by Comrade 
Liu Shaoqi as well as a precious textbook that must be read by every Communist 
Party member. In this great work Comrade Liu Shaoqi repeatedly emphasizes that 
the interests of the party are supreme and that the individual interests of party 
members must be unconditionally subordinate to the interests of the party. This 
is a Marxist political and organizational principle of utmost importance. Each 
Communist Party member must have a deep understanding of it and earnestly practice 
it. 


Comrade Liu Shaoqi holds that communists’ self-cultivation, including cultivation 
of the party character, has a many-sided substantial content, but its most s-lient 
and important point consists in arming oneself with the principle that the interests 
of the proletariat, the people and the party are above everything else. He says: 
"At all times and on all issues a Communist Party member should think of the over- 
all interests of the party in the first place and place the interests of the party 
in the forefront and his personal problems and individual interests in a subordinate 
position. The interests of the party are above everything else: this is the 
highest principle of thought and action for our party members." He points out: 
"Being able to sacrifice personal interests and even one's life without hesitation 
for the sake of the party, the proletarian cause of national liberation and the 
emancipation of mankind is a manifestation of the ‘party character,’ ‘party con- 
cept,’ or ‘sense of organization’ we often refer to." 


The character of our party determines that the individual interescs of party members 
must be unconditionally subordinate to the interests of the party, the propletariat 
and the people. The Communist Party is the political party of the proletariat and 
has no special interests of its own aside from the interests of proletarian libera- 
tion and the interests of emancipation of all working people. Serving the people 
heart and soul, never breaking away from the masses for a single moment, and pro- 
ceeding from the interests of the people in doing everything--such is the outstand- 
ing mark distinguishing our party from any other political party as well as the 
important reason why our party is able to mantain flesh-and-blood ties with the 
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people at all times; to triumph over various difficulties and hardships; to develop 
from being small to being big and from being weak to being strong; and finally to 
overthrow the reactionary rule of imperialism and feudalism, enable the Chinese 
people to shake off exploitation, oppression and enslavement, and win great victor- 
ies in socialist revolution and socialist construction. Naturally, members of such 
a great party cannot and should not have any so-called individual interests indepen- 
dent of the interests of the party and the people. Otherwise, our party would not 
have been so staunch and strong and could not possibly have led the people in 
bringing about an earthshaking historical change. 


Whether a Communist Party member is able to subordinate his individual interests 
absolutely to the interests of the party and the people is an important mark testing 
whether he is loyal to the party and true to the cause of revolution and communism. 
Comrade Liu Shaogi points out: "Our party members are not ordinary persons but 
awakened vanguard fighters of the proletariat." That is why within the party and 
among the people they are the first to bear hardships and the last to enjoy comforts 
and, instead of haggling with others over the issue of comforts, they emulate 
others in the amount of revolutionary work and the spirit of arduous struggle. At 

a critical juncture they can step forward boldly and display the revolutionary 
Steadfastness and moral courage of a revolutionary, “impervious to the temptations 
of wealth and high position, unshaken by poverty and destitution, and unsubdued by 
forced." It is because of large numbers of these fine sons and daughters of the 
Chinese nation that our party is able to attract and unite the broad masses of the 
people in waging struggle together. But during the 10-year turmoil the Lin Biao 
and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques undermined the fine tradition of our 
party, with the result that the decadent bourgeois styles of seeking personal 
interests, benefiting oneself at the expense of the public, going slow, engaging

and carrying forward our party's fine tradition, and promoting unselfishness, whole- 
hearted devotion to public duty, and a hardworking spirit. This is of momentous 
Significance to our party building. 


Our Communist Party represents the brightest and most progressive side of human 
society. Our Communist Party members should always develop the healthy trends of 
mankind and overcome all perverse trends in human society. Some people believe 
that man is selfish by nature and that there is no such thing as devoted regard 

for the interests of others without consideration for one's personal interests. 
Therefore, it is the thinking and morality of exploiters to seek personal interests 
and base one's happiness on the sufferings of others. This thinking and morality 
are totally incompatible with those of the proletariat and the masses. Unlike 

all the exploiting classes, the proletariat is exploited by others and it does not 
exploit others. And to emancipate itself it must emancipate all working people 

at the same time. Therefore, we communists must not "seek" individual interests, 
nor may we regard the most selfless proletarians as "fools." It is the duty of 
Communist Party members to promote healthy trends and oppose perverse trends. 

There are those insociety who seem to think that the communist ideals and morality 
are not in vogue nowadays; the heroes who “are not afraid of hardship and death" 
are regarded as "fools"; the decadent idea that "man is by nature selfish" crops up. 
Against all this our party members should have a clear idea of right and wrong, 
take a firm stand, keep a clear head and maintain sharp vigilance. 
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To establish the principle of subordinating individual interests unconditionally 

to the interests of the party, it is necessary for our party members to keep inten- 
sifying the cultivation of their party character. In his "How To Be a Good Communist, 
Comrade Liu Shaoqi stresses the need to exert many-sided efforts. 


First, it is necessary to remold oneself and temper one's proletarian thinking and 
consciousness in the practice of revolution. It is necessary to steel oneself and 
intensify self-cultivation not only in the arduous and difficult practice of revolu- 
tion and even in the failure of revolution, but also inthe smooth, successful and 
triumphant practice of revolution. He says: "Prior to the emergence of proletarian 
revolutionaries, few of the revolutionaries of past ages failed to become corrupt 
and degenerate once their cause of revolution was victorious and achieved success." 
This state of affairs is of course entirely different from the condition of proletar- 
ian revolution. As far as the proletariat is concerned, the seizure of power is 
merely the first step in a 10,000-li march. The political party of the proletariat 
will not stop and become degenerate like the political party of the bourgeoisie; 

it will continue to preserve its true colors. But this does not mean that each 
Communist Party member can keep alive the revolutionary fervor. Since the founding 
of the republic, have not some party members become corrupt and morally degenerate 
as a result of neglecting the cultivation of party character and proved themselves 
unable to stand the test of victory? Therefore, party members should never slacken 
the cultivation of party character, but should strive to preserve the advanced 
character of the proletariat. 


Second, it is necessary to remold oneself and temper one's proletarian thinking and 
consciousness in the process of studying Marxist theory. Comrade Liu Shaoqi points 
out that by correctly integrating this theoretical study with the cultivation of 
their thinking and consciousness when studying Marxist-Leninist theory and by apply- 
ing the Marxist-Leninist principle in resisting and overcoming the old ways in 
their thinking and consciousness, the communists can correct their proletarian 
stand and purify their thinking afid consciousness." To be sure, we also find 
people who, instead of applying the Marxist principle in criticizing the old ways 
in their thinking and consciousness when studying Marxist-Leninist theory, attempt 
to take Marxist-Leninist theory as a weapon for achieving their personal aims. In 
doing so they fail to comprehend the spirit and substance of Marxism-Leninism and 
will only end up by accumulating more and more old ways in their thinking. 


Third, it is necessary to launch a vigorous ideological struggle within the party. 
Our party does not live in a vacuum, and it is only natural that a section of our 
party members will still reflect certain evil practices of the old society. The 
point is how to get rid of these evil practices. Comrade Liu Shaoqi points out 
that we should “conduct criticism and self-criticism in a really responsible, 
formal and sincere way and expose the shortcomings, errors and all kinds of bad 
practices within the party, thereby rectifying and eliminating them." He advocates 
learning from, promoting and encouraging good models, promoting healthy trends 
within the party, and vigorously supporting correct proposals and views, instead of 
following bad examples and being influenced by incorrect thinking and ideology. 
Comrade Liu Shaoqi's thought and discourses are of realistic significance.

COUNTY PARTY OFFICIALS IN JIANGXI PRACTICE SELF-CRITICISM

[Text] The JIANGXI RIBAO reports: At an annual summing-up meeting, the Standing Can- 
mittee of the Wannian County committee in Jiangxi Province upheld principles, stressed 
the truth and cast aside all cmmsiderations of face. Regarding three matters the 
Standing Cammittee conducted serious criticism and self-criticism. 


The first matter concerned Secretary Wang Changzhu [3076 2052 3796] of the county 
party committee. Last November he went to Nanchang to see a doctor, taking with him 
30 jin of peanuts he had asked the county hostel to buy for him. Later, the comrade 
of the hostel who had bought the peanuts for him submitted an account of this 
expense for reimbursement. At the meeting Wang Chengzhu took the lead in self- 
Criticism; after the meeting was over he went to the hostel and paid the account. 


The second matter was the failure of the deputy secretary to pay the cost of the land 
when they constructed houses. The matter was brought up at the meeting of the 
Standing Committee. The two comrades sincerely criticized themselves and paid 210 
yuan and 50 yuan, respectively, for land costs right away, declaring that if the 
state found it necessary, the hauses could be disposed of by converting them to 


public property. 


The third matter concerned eating and drinking at public expense. When going to 
rural areas on an inspectiaqm tour, the members ordered extra dishes, drank wine 
and ate “receptim@m meals.” Though all of them did the same thing, they revealed 
the truth about each other. At the meeting, those who ate and drank more were sub 
jected to more severe criticism. Finally, their understanding was unified: from 
now on everyone must pay for his own meals in accordance with provisiamms no matter 
who they are. 


The Standing Committee meeting lasted 4 days and 2 evenings without interruption. 
Criticism was conducted “in earnest" without comsideration given to saving fac, 

and those criticized were named. The main targets of criticism were “squad leaders” 
and “deputy squad leaders.” Formerly, when annual summing-up meetings were held, 
there was more discussiaqm of work and less of thought, more talk about others and 
less about oneself, and more talk about generalities and less about camcrete matters. 
This time, the "three-more and three-less" were changed and there was concentration 
on thought, self, and comcrete matters. 
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At the conclusiam of the meeting the Standing Cammittee held an enlarged meeting of 
the county committee, attended by respmsible persons of the communes, farms, organs 
and departments concerned. All the “shortcomings” of the Standing Committee were 
revealed at the enlarged meeting. In the presence of those attending the meeting, 
those comrades involved voluntarily criticized themselves and heard criticism. The 
enlarged meeting was held with good results. 


This approach by the county Standing Committee produced reperaqussions across the 
county. "“Wannian County made a good start this year,” commented cadres of the county

BETTER USE OF NEWSPAPERS TO CONDUCT CRITICISM URGED

Criticism" ] 


[Text] After the publication in this newspaper on 29 November last year of the 
report on Zhang Yongshu [1728 3057 2873], vice chairman of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Xinhui County People's Congress, being subject to solem punish- 
ment for abusing his office and power by building himself a "garden villa," 
today we have again reported on the results of punishing Wei Kunru [7614 2492 
1172] and several other leading cadres of the Longchuan County party committee 
for illegal construction of private housing. The concerned departments handed 
down solemn punishment in both cases after criticism of them was conducted in 
this newspaper. This is a good effect achieved by the launching of criticism 
and publicity under the leadership of the provincial party committee. In order 
to promote the building of our socialist spiritual civilization, we should sum 
up our experiences and do an even better job in launching criticism and self- 
criticism in party newspapers. 


While building an advanced material civilization, we must at the same time 
build an advanced socialist spiritual civilization. Improving our party work- 
style and the people's habits and enabling members of our society to establish 
socialist, communist ideological and moral norms are very important component 
parts of the building of our socialist spiritual civilization. Here, what 
plays the key role is the improvement of our party workstyle. Once our party 
workstyle is rectified, the people of the whole country are bound to learn 

from us; all social customs and the entire social outlook will change accord- 
ingly. Our party workstyle, which was seriously sabotaged by the Lin Biao and 
Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques, has already undergone a considerable 
change in the past few years, but it has not yet made a fundamental turn for 
the better. In order that we may have the best party workstyle among the world's 
proletarian parties, we must continue to uphold the forthright and get rid of 
the devious. We must commend with great fanfare good people and good things 

in the newspapers and introduce model party members and cadres in order to turn 
them into exemplars to be emulated by everyone. We should also make critical 
reports, including those on selected typical cases. Our criticism regarding 
Comrade Wei Kunru, Comrade Zhang Yongshu and others constituted two fairly 
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important critical reports this newspaper produced during the period. These 
two critical reports not only promoted the solution of the problem of illegal 
construction of private housing in Longchuan and Xinhui Counties but also en- 
couraged other counties such as Qiongshan, Chaoyang, Zhanxian and Haifeng to 
embark upon the rectification of similar unhealthy trends. These two critical 
reports were welcomed by the vast ranks of the masses. 


Criticism and self-criticism constitute one of our party's three workstyles. 
The launching. gf criticism and self-criticism in newspapers is a fine tradition 
on the part of party newspapers. Hence, in compliance with instructions issued 
by the provincial party committee, this newspaper adhered to the practice of 
paying attention to launching criticism and self-criticism. In doing so, we 
were enthusiastically supported by the Discipline Inspection Commission of the 
provincial party committee and by party committees and governments at various 
levels. 


For instance, our criticism of Wei Kumru, Zhang Yongshu and others was energetic- 
ally supported by party and government leading organs in Huiyang District, 

Foshan District, and Longchuan and Xinhui Counties themselves. This was the 
important reason why these two critical reports on our part were able to push 
aside obstacles and achieve good results. This effectively illustrates that 
party committees and governments at various levels are determined to revive 

and give scope to our party's fine workstyle, resolute in carrying out struggles 
against unhealthy trends. This also makes it possible for the vast ranks of 

the masses to believe that, under the leadership of the party, any unhealthy 
trend can be rectified. 


We have said that, to launch criticism and self-criticism in newspapers is an 
important indication of bringing into play the role of the masses of people 

in supervising the cadres. As long as the criticism in the newspapers is in 
accord with party policy, embodies the wishes of the masses, and follows correct 
methods, it is bound to create a powerful public opinion and play a role which 
other means can hardly play. Everyone knows that Wei Kunru and Zhang Yongshu, 
because they failed to remold their world view sufficiently, suffered a malignant 
outbreak of individualism; they took it upon themselves to assume that since 

they held power in their hands, they could do whatever they pleased, irrespective 
of the law; and not a few comrades in Longchuan and Xinhui believed that it was 
very difficult to deal with comrades committing such a mistake. But once the 
problem was revealed in the newspaper, they became isolated and hence easier to 
deal with. They became "teachers" in the rectification of unhealthy trends 

and played a proper role. There were originally 70 to 80 households in Long- 
chuan County illegally built private housing; people at one time considered 

this a difficult issue, beyond their ability to handle. However, propelled by 
critical reports in the newspaper, this difficult issue was readily solved. 

All this illustrates what powerful strength opinion in society can exert! 


In launching criticism and self-criticism in the newspaper, our purpose is to 
learn from past mistakes in order to prevent future ones, cure the illness in 
order to save the patient, assert our spirit and push our work forward. Many 
comrades welcome the newspaper's correct criticism; they stress reasoning and 
not face; they humbly accept criticism and eventually correct their mistakes. 
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It is of great benefit both to the party and to themselves to conduct themselves 
in this way. If, on the contrary, they avoid talking about their illness and 
shun treatment by rejecting criticism, they can only aggravate their mistakes 
and cause even greater damage to the party's cause. The mistakes of Wei Kunru 
and others were first criticized by this newspaper as early as 1 April 1980 
when it published a letter from a reader. If they had accepted the criticism 
right then, had proceeded to correct their mistakes and had not resisted the 
criticism and acted wilfully, that would have been beneficial to our work in 
Longchuan County and he himself would also definitely have been handled magnani- 
mously. But some comrades fail to understand this important principle even 
today. For example, the mistake of illegally building private housing on the 
part of individual leading cadres of the Zhanxian County party committee on 
Hainan Island was extremely serious; but after their initial expusure in this 
newspaper, they still refused to examine themselves and even became deliberately 
more provocative. We hope that all comrades who have made mistakes will re- 
frain from adopting such an entirely erroneous attitude. 


This newspaper is determined to further do a good job in airing cases of criti- 
cism and self-criticism. We earnestly hope that party organizations and govern- 
ments at various levels as well as the vast ranks of the masses will all ener- 
getically support us, and we also earnestly hope that everyone will make cri- 
tical appraisals of our defects and mistakes in this newspaper, so that we can 
strive with one heart and one mind to give fuller scope to the role of news- 
paper criticism.

STRONG IDEOLOGICAL, POLITICAL WORK SAID NEEDED IN COLLEGES

[Text] The “Resolution on Certain Questions in the History of Our Party Since 

the Founding of the PRC" adopted by the Sixth Plenary Session of the llth party 
Central Committee explicitly points out: "Ideological and political work is the 
lifeblood of economic work and all other work." “Ideological and political work 
must be strengthened and improved in order to educate the people and youths in 
the Marxist world outlook and communist morality." We must strengthen and improve 
the party's leadership and make successful efforts to carry out ideological and 
political work among students, in accordance with the guidelines of the "Histori- 
cal Resolution." 


Strengthening ideological and political work among students is an essential and 
integral part of our party's education policy decided by the nature and objec- 
tives of socialist education and training. Comrade Mao Zedong once pointed out: 
“Our education policy is to make students develop morally, intellectually, and 
physically until they become workers with socialist consciousness and culture." 
This teaching requires us to train students to high levels of socialist con- 
sciousness, make them move in the correct political direction, foster a prole- 
tarian viewpoint, labor viewpoint, mass viewpoint, and dialectical-materialist 
viewpoint in their midst, and make them serve the people consciously. It also 
requires us to help students acquire the necessary professional knowledge and 
to make them physically fit. In view of this, strengthening ideological and 
political work is an important content of school education and an important 
guarantee for the full implementation of the party's education policy and for 
the realization of the objective of school training. 


Stalin pointed out: “Every possible effort must be made to turn proletarian 
college students into conscious builders of the socialist economy and culture-- 
[this is] the first duty that the party must discharge." Today's college stu- 
dents will constitute tomorrow's main force for the development of the socialist 
modernization program in our country. A few years later, many of them may 
become elements who will form the backbone of forces that will assume the diffi- 
cult responsibilities for the development of our motherland on all fronts. 
Whether or not we can strengthen ideological and political work as a step in 











making students reliable successors to the socialist cause is a matter of great 
concern and vital strategic significance to the future and destiny of our nation. 


An observation of what students have in mind today reveals that it is extremely 
urgent and important to strengthen ideological and political work. It can be 
said that the nature and mainstream of our college students of this generation 
are good. They are eager to move upward. They desire to make progress, they 
warmly love their motherland, they look forward to serving the four moderniza- 
tions, and they are determined to rehabilitate the Chinese nation. They harbor 
a bitter hatred against Lin Biao and the “gang of four," who committed sins 
against the country and people, while they express active support for the line, 
principles, and policies adopted since the Third Plenary Session of the llth 
party Central Committee. They have worked hard to acquire scientific and cul- 
tural knowledge and are determined to truly sharpen their skills in the service 
of the four modernizations. They are eager to embark on a search for truth. 
This is why their ideas are more sophisticated than others. Viewed from this 
main trend of thought, we can call them the cream of our present young genera- 
tion. This provides a favorable condition for us to successfully carry out 
ideological and political work and to train and turn students into politically 
conscious and professionally competent workers. But in no way should we over- 
look their shortcomings. Born in new China but reared in the 10 years of turmoil, 
they don't know what the old society was like in contrast with the new one. 
Handicapped by a lack of education in the tenets of Marxism-Leninism and Mao 
Zedong Thought and in communist morality, they have in their minds only the 
picture of social life ruined by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," who led them 
to mistake the sham Marxism promoted by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" for the 
truth. As soon as the “gang of four" was smashed and their deceptive and phony 
Marxism was exposed, these students felt that their faith was betrayed and their 
ideology dealt blows. Particularly noteworthy is the fact that when, in an 
effort to bring order out of chaos, we made realistic efforts to liquidate the 
erroneous "leftist" ideology and the serious mistakes, such as the launching of 
the "Great Cultural Revolution," some students, handicapped by a lack of the 
understanding of our party's current policies, and under the influence created 
by the implementation of the open-door policy, became disappointed and puzzled 
at the crossroads. Following a drift from one extreme of persuasion to another, 
they fell prey to the political trap of nihilism. This is the reason why some 
students harbor many murky ideas about the four basic principles, why their 
faith in the Communist Party has become shaky, why they cast doubt on the 
superiority of the socialist system, why they have lost interest in Marxism 
Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, why they have lost their appetite for political 
activities at school, and why they have proposed cancelling courses in political 
theory along with the position of political instructors, and have even wanted to 
boycott examinations in political theory. Owing to their nihilist attitude 
toward politics, their views of life and of the universe remain a question mark. 
A few students have lost confidence in proletarian politics and have ever since 
turned their attention to bourgeois literature, art, and political works in an 
attempt to seek answers to certain practical problems. Obsessed with the so- 
called fashionable theory of individual emancipation, which was very much in 
demand during the early stage of the bourgeoisie, some students have regarded 
bourgeois "democracy" and "freedom"--criticized by the classical Marxist writers 
long ago--as something extremely sacred, thus making themselves susceptible to 











the influence of the bourgeois liberalization trend of thought in all forms. 

A few students, deviating from the party's leadership and the socialist orbit, 
have begun to preach bourgeois liberalism, anarchism, and ultraindividualisn, 
which are bound to have an adverse impact on the political situation of stability 
and unity in school. This fully proves that the struggle between the two 
ideologies and the two world outlooks among some students is very sharp. The 
objective situation urgently requires us to strengthen ideological and political 
work among students. Otherwise, the quality of personnel to be trained will drop 
to a serious degree, and even dropouts like Feng Daxing [7458 1129 5281] are 
likely to emerge again. We must envision the importance of strengthening ideo- 
logical and political work from this practical point of view. 


Of course, we must note that although today's college students can change their 
minds from time to time and are susceptible to radical influences, they are eager 
to move upward and tend to take truth at its face value. Therefore, they are 
highly capable of adapting to the changing situation. As long as we endeavor to 
strengthen ideological and political work and to put into effect feasible 
measures, many problems can be solved without difficulty. Earlier, many students 
at our Huazhong Normal College demonstrated a lack of understanding of the new 
series of economic policies and measures for reform adopted by the party Central 
Committee since the Third Plenary Session of the llth party Central Committee; 
particularly noteworthy was their expression of disagreement with the economic 
policy for the countryside—a policy which they described as a manifestation of 
"retrogression," "restoration," and “right opportunism.” In the face of this 
major issue of right and wrong, apart from organizing teaching programs in 
coordination with other school activities, we mobilized students to spend vaca- 
tions venturing into the countryside to conduct investigations and to survey 
“their lovely hometowns." We also gave them lectures on current policies and 
used many occasions to educate them in the current situation and tasks and in 
the party's principles and policies, and to convey to them the excellent situa- 
tion in the countryside. These are steps that have been taken to clean up 
ideological confusion among students. Im the end, they said excitedly: "There 
is nothing wrong with the party's principles and policies but a lack of dialec- 
tics in our minds.” 


Practice proves that the ideological and epistemological problems of students 
can be resolved by means of education; today's college students are ready to 
accept education given by the party. The problem does not rest with the fact 
that some tendencies affecting students have captured our serious attention, 

but with the question of how such tendencies should be handled by leading bodies 
at all levels. Should we counter them with a timid, tolerable, soft, unprin- 
cipled, compromising attitude? Or should we take a clear-cut stand and bold 

and daring steps, and carry out the necessary struggles to criticize them? 

This is a very serious question now facing leading bodies at all levels. 


Before ideological and political work can be strengthened among students, we must 
first strengthen and improve the party's leadership and strive to overcome the 
State of disarray and weakness on this front. Only in this way can we strengthen 
the fighting power of ideological and political work. What methods can be 
adopted to strengthen and improve the party's leadership and carry out ideologi- 
cal and political work among students? Our experiences are as follows: 
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First, party committees must devote their energies mainly to organizing ideo- 
logical and political work, and do everything possible to carry it out. For 
years, under the slogan "Put everything under the centralized leadership of the 
party," we have overly emphasized letting party committees put everything under 
their command, almost to the point of letting party committees monopolize and 
approve everything until [finally] the party pitched in to take over the admin- 
istration and the line between the party and the administration became blurred. 
In the end, the fact that leading comrades on the party committees were pre- 
occupied with administrative affairs prevented them from devoting their main 
reserves of energy to grasping ideological and political work. This is the key 
factor that once forced our college to tone down ideological and political work. 


Since the beginning of this year, guided by the Central Committee's policy of 
readjustment and stability, our college has worked out an overall plan to reform 
its leadership structure covering the college and all its departments. The 
reform obligates the college dean to enforce a responsibility system under the 
leadership of the party committee, departmental directors to enforce a responsi- 
bility system under the leadership of the college dean, and departmental general 
party branches to serve as watchdogs so as to ensure that everything goes well. 
Since we divided the responsibility between the party and the administration, 
major policy decisions on the administration of teaching programs have been made 
and carried out by the college dean following discussions at meetings of the 
party committee, which is no longer directly involved in the handling of daily 
administrative affairs. In this way, the party committee has gradually gotten 
rid of administrative affairs, so that it can devote its main reserves of energy 
to grasping ideological and political work and the affairs of the party. During 
the first half of this year, the party committee proposed 10 measures to 
strengthen ideological and political work, centering its attention on investiga- 
tions and research work; it also invited teachers and other faculty members to a 
number of forums so that it could listen to their opinions. Meanwhile, it has 
made efforts to analyze typical examples set by two student teams, to sum up and 
promote experiences in ideological and political work gained by three student 
teams, and to modify the content and method of education in the current situa- 
tion and tasks. It has put into operation an elementary moral-education research 
unit as a necessary measure to reevaluate all existing student political work 
cadres and to train additional ones. Before the division of responsibilities 
between the party and the administration became possible, all such accomplish- 
ments were beyond imagination. This shows that in the course of strengthening 
ideological and political work, in addition to paying a high degree of attention 
to it, the leadership of the party committees must make efforts to reform their 
leadership structure and organizational system so as to ensure that party com 
mittees will truly be able to rid themselves of administrative affairs and devote 
their main reserves of energy and time to grasping ideological and political 
work. 


Second, it is necessary to uphold the party's principles, develop criticism and 
self-criticism, and strive to overcome the state of disarray and weakness. Lenin 
pointed out: "Instead of concealing the weaknesses of their movement, communists 
must devote themselves to openly criticizing such weaknesses so that they can 
swiftly and thoroughly overcome them." Reluctance to conduct criticism and 
self-criticism should be cited as the principal factor that has caused our 
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leadership on the ideological front to be too disintegrated and too soft to be 
able to overcome some erroneous tendencies in specific lengths of time. Earlier, 
several students in our college who were associated with illegal organizations 
and illegal publications in society spread the bourgeois liberalization ideology 
to other students, thus creating a very bad impact om campus. By then, our 
ideological and political work force appeared too weak to be able to launch an 
immediate and bold criticism against these students; this encouraged some of them 
to slide down the wrong road farther and farther until they threatened the polit- 
ical situation of stability and unity in our college. Recently, some of them 
have begun to admit their mistakes, while expressing willingness to uphold the 
four basic principles and to break with the bourgeois liberalization trend of 
thought. This came after we launched severe criticism against them from the 
well-intentioned point of love, conducted an analysis of the nature and dangers 
of their mistakes, and pointed up ways and methods to correct them by means of 

a thorough and meticulous implementation of ideological and political work. Facts 
prove that strengthening ideological and political work calls for upholding the 
party's principles, or the four basic priuciples, and for launching bold criticism 
or necessary struggle against those erroneous statements and aspects of behavior 
that are incompatible with the four basic principles. Countering them with a 
timid and perfunctorily bureaucratic attitude won't work. Any thought of accon- 
modating these erroneous ideas is tantamount to making a mockery of our party's 
principles and breaking away from its leadership, as well as an indication of 
disarray and weakness. On major matters of principle, we must take a clear-cut 
and unequivocal attitude, which is supposed to be an important indication of 
whether or not our leadership is strong and whether or not our ideological and 
political work force possesses fighting power. 


In this connection, a clear distinction must be drawn between correct criticism 
and attempts to “wield the stick." We must clearly declare that the fundamental 
Marxist principle of correct criticism and self-criticism cannot get mixed up 
with the conspiracy of Lin Biao and the "gang of four” to wield the stick in the 
name of criticism. Ours is a form of criticism that proceeds from a desire for 
unity and emphasizes methods of democracy, discussion, presenting facts, and 
reasoning with tne aim of clarifying murky ideas and unifying comrades. Con- 
trary to this is the method of wielding the stick, which emphasizes not facts or 
reasoning but simply violence, exaggeration of minor mistakes to the maximun, 
cruel struggles, and ruthless attacks, until the critics get the satisfaction 
that the accused has been put to death. The distinction between the two 
approaches is very clear. Under no circumstances can we discard the correct 
form of criticism under the pretext of opposing the incorrect form of criticism. 
It goes without saying that in the course of criticizing erroneous tendencies, 
we must pay attention to method, conduct a specific analysis of specific prob- 
lems in a way that takes into account the special characteristics of students, 
seek truth from facts, and convince the accused by means of reasoning. Only 

in this way can we produce better results in this respect. 


Third, we must enforce the policy of persuasion in many ways, include ideological 
education in other school activities, and strive to develop ideological and 
intellectual evucation and extracurricular activities simultaneously. We must 
adopt an analytical approach to many ideological problems faced by young stu- 
dents. We must endorse and commend students for coming up with positive and 
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correct ideas. In dealing with students who have negative and wrong ideas, we 
must implement the policy of persuasion instead of high-handed and coercive 
measures, give them thorough and meticulous ideological education, and guide 
them to do their own thinking until they can come up with correct conclusions. 
Earlier, some students in our college expressed doubts about the superiority of 
the socialist system and attributed China's backwardness mainly to its “failure 
to develop capitalism.” Imstead of high-handed, simple violent measures or other 
incorrect methods, our answer to this misconception was to organize students to 
participate in lively discussions, to study recent and modern Chinese history, 
and to lead them to know China's recent and remote past so that they can deepen 
their understanding of the superiority of the socialist system. This proves that 
as long as we follow a positive approach and do everything right, many problems 
faced by students can be solved. Today, the problem is that some comrades 
emphasize only the method of persuasion, letting [the students] speak out about 
their problems without giving them the benefit of guidance. This is actually an 
approach that leaves the problems untouched. Our comrades in charge of student 
work must adroitly inspire their political comsciousness and guide them to think 
in a positive and healthy way. 


Meanwhile, we must skillfully include ideological and political work in their 
study and other activities. First, we have urged students to coordinate their 
study of professional courses with the study of other programs aimed at conveying 
to them the concepts of various professions and the purpose of study. We have 
also invited alumni and model teachers to our college to give reports to the 
students, in addition to organizing them to observe and practice teaching in 
secondary schools. Each time freshman students are enrolled, they are gathered 
to receive education in the concepts of various professions. Through such 
activities, we have succeeded in persuading students to love their teaching 
profession and in inspiring them to study hard for the sake of the four moderni- 
zations. ijurthermore, we have organized stu: 1ts who are interested in profes- 
sional courses to join extracurricular study %r research groups, to broaden their 
sparetime scientific, technological, and academic activities, and to hold scien- 
tific and technological discussions and academic experience-exchanging meetings 
in an effort to stimulate interest in various subjects of professional study. 
Aside from this, as part of an effort to enliven the graphic aspects of ideo- 
logical education, we have developed scientific, technological information- 
gathering, cultural, recreational, and sports activities that are particularly 
welcomed by youths. For example, we have invited noted writers, scientists, and 
musicians to our college to give reports to the students, organized forums con- 
veying a rich variety of information to the students, held mass exhibitions of 
photographs, paintings, and calligraphy, sponsored “songfests in praise of the 
motherland,” and held seminars on the current situation in various parts of the 
“motherland.” The aim has been to encourage students to do their own thinking 
and writing, to make preparations for their own good, and to introduce ideologi- 
cal education into such activities. We have been on the alert at all times to 
keep dull and garrulous talks out of the arena of lively and interesting ideo- 
logical work. Th‘ approach is an important aspect of improving our current 
ideological an< political work that appeals to students. To offer students regu- 
lar education programs of direct interest to them, we have devoted the past 
several years to developing activities for students to “learn from Lei Feng, 
foster new styles of work, and perform three good deeds," and to concentrating 
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our efforts on grasping typical examples, cultivating pacesetters, commending 
good personalities and good deeds, and developing methods for evaluating and 
comparing work done by the students. The evaluation of the work done by the 
students takes place once a year. As a result, over 40 advanced collectives 
have been selected, along with over 700 three-good students. Such activities 
are instrumental in making students develop morally, intellectually, and 
physically. 


Fourth, all resources in schools must be mobilized to make a joint effort to 
tackle problems. Comrade Mao Zedong said: "All departments and organizations 
should assume their responsibilities in ideological and political work. This 
applies to the Communist Party, the Youth League, government departments in 
charge of this work, and especially the heads of educational institutions and 
teachers." At present, many problems among the students have been caused by 
problems in schoolteachin,, administration, campus living, and logistic support. 
Relying on political work cadres alone is far from sufficient to solve these 
problems. Their solution is unlikely until channels of communication are estab- 
lished to clear the way for all forces to work together and coordinate with each 
other in tackling problems of mutual concern. To this end, party organizations 
at basic levels and party members must act as fighting headquarters and vanguards 
and models in every conceivable way. Party organizations at basic levels are 
frontline bastions carrying out ideological and political work in school and are 
stalwarts capable of conveying the sense of this work to the students through 
constant contact with the students and through constant efforts to get to know 
them. Practice proves that when party branches and party members prove effective 
in serving as fighting headquarters and vanguards and models, the masses will 
achieve rapport in the way of thinking, they will be in good and healthy spirits, 
and they will achieve outstanding successes in study and work. For example, the 
first party branch in the class of ‘81 in the department of political education 
is one of the advanced units in our college. This achievement came after it 
persisted in carrying out ideological and political work thoroughly and meticu- 
lously; in mobilizing the masses to broaden activities to “learn from Lei Feng, 
foster new styles of work, and perform three good deeds," which caused the team 
members to grow more interested than ever in politics; in aiming high in study; 
and in building up their physical strength. This is a situation that has 
delighted everyone. This is why the students of this team boundlessly love 

the Communist Party, with nearly 95 percent of them turning in their applica- 
tions for party membership to their party branch as a token of their desire to 
join the party. They have also achieved outstanding success in professional 
studies, with no one lagging behind. This team was ranked first in gymnastic 
performance by the college after 85 percent of its members proved able to meet 
the national standards set for gymnasts. They owe their outstanding achieve- 
ments to the role played by their party branch as a fighting headquarters and 

by party members as vanguards and models. Nor have they neglected the role 
played by the Youth League and student government, a force that has been proved 
indispensable to the implementation of ideological and political work among 
students. A brandnew prospect can be expected for student ideological and polit- 
ical work if the organization of the Youth League and student government is to be 
strengthened. 





Furthermore, we must emphasize that the role of teachers is not only one of 
teaching and instructing but also one of conveying book knowledge and the idea 
of manhood. It is suggested that in going to a class to teach, a teacher must 
have a definite objective of education in mind; he must combine intellectual 
education with ideological education. In his daily contact with the students, 
he must concentrate on looking after the students politically, and must educate 
them with enthusiasm and patience until they understand what is wrong with their 
thinking. Actually, many teachers, and especially old teachers, have produced 
results in the area of teaching and instructing students. By drawing on their 
personal experiences, they have explained to the students how they got to know 
the party and why they wanted to trust it. They have drawn a contrast between 
the two social systems in the presence of the students, and have passed on to 
them methods of learning that will lead to success. This form of education has 
begun to bear relatively good fruit. We have encouraged all departments of our 
college to do ideological work among the students. Administrative and logistic 
personnel have been urged to keep in contact with the students so that they can 
acquaint themselves with the situation by soliciting opinions from students which 
can be used as a basis for improving their work. Im this way they can carry out 
ideological and political work in conjunction with their efforts to solve prac- 
tical problems. If they encounter problems or practical difficulties that cannot 
be solved for the time being, they should promptly take every propaganda oppor- 
tunity to convey the truth to the students, while urging them to join us in 
overcoming difficulties in accordance with our glorious tradition of hard 
struggle. 


Fifth, in order to meet the needs of the developing situation, an elite, stable, 
politically conscious, and professionally competent political work contingent 
must be established as a guarantee deemed necessary to carry out ideological and 
political work among the students. Ideological and political education for 
students is also a branch of science which calls for constant efforts to accum- 
late and sum up experiences and to look for objective laws governing the develop- 
ment of ideological and political work. This is the reason why specialized 
personnel must be trained to do this work. As a result of the 10-year turmoil, 
school pelitical work contingents have suffered serious setbacks. All existing 
cadres in charge of student political work have proved rar from being able to 
meet quantitative and qualitative requirements for carrying out this work. To 
change this situation, vigorous efforts must be made to expand and strengthen the 
political work contingents in accordance with related regulations proclaimed by 
higher authorities. Proper measures must be taken to [remove] those who are unfit 
to do political work among students and replace them with outstanding comrades to 
be selected from among young teachers and senior students, and to expand the 
professional political work contingents. We must build up a politically con- 
scious and professionally competent student political work contingent composed 
mainly of full-time workers assisted by part-time workers. At the same time, 
teachers must be mobilized to take turns acting as homeroom teachers for students 
and to form a political work force comprising political instructors, homeroom 
teachers, and political theory teachers. Political theory teachers are responsi- 
ble mainly for giving students ideological and political education in conjunction 
with their regular teaching programs. The main duty of the homeroom teachers is 
to advise students what they need to study, and to do a good job of managing 
student affairs. Political instructors will assume the responsibility for the 











regular implementation of ideological and political work among students and will 
join the elementary moral-education research groups in giving students lectures 
on the current situation and tasks as well as on ideological self-cultivaticn. 
They should be put on the payroll as teachers and treated as teachers. They 
should be given ranks and positions that are comparable to those of teachers whe 
graduated from college in the same schoolyear as they did. The school's propa- 
ganda departments should hold themselves responsible for controlling and training 
student political work forces and for helping improve their performance. They 
should work out plans and take steps to organize student political workers to 
acquire knowledge of their interest in basic theory, and to develop research 
programs aimed at raising their ideological and theoretical levels and their 
ability to carry out practical work. Only in this way can they mature and play 
a greater role in strengthening ideological and political work among students.

REPORT ON YUNAN MINORITIES WORK, SUGGESTIONS FOR FUTURE 
Kunming YUNAN RIBAO in Chinese 4 Nov 81 ppl, 3

[Text] Committee Members: 


I have been delegated by the Yunnan People's Government to report to the Provincial 
People's Congress Standing Committee on minorities work in Yunnan and to suggest 
actions for the future, and I submit this report for your consideration. 


a. 


Since the smashing of the "gang of four", and particularly since the Third Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee, the Party Central Committee and the 
State Council have been very concerned about and paid special attention to Yunnan's 
minority work, and under the direct leadership of the Yunnan committee and the Yun- 
nan People's Government there has been great progress in Yunnan's minority work. 

In June 1977 an All-Province Border Minorities Work Conference was convened which 
started from the facts, exposed and criticized Lin Biao and the "gang of four" for 
destroying the party's minority policy and for crimes which destroyed the unity of 
the minorities and created chaos in the border areas, and gradually cleared up the 
major rights and wrongs in minority work. After this, the party's minority policy 
and cadre policy were gradually carried out and leadership teams in minority areas 
were rectified. A policy was adopted guaranteeing that the grain ration of the 
masses would be up to 400 jin of non-rice food grains and 500 jin of rice for 108 
communes along the border. 


In particular, after the report was approved by the Central Committee, the unjust 
"Shadian incident," which was the greatest perpetrated among the Yunnan minority 
peoples by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," was redressed and work was promoted in 


minority areas to correct unjust, trumped up, and mistaken cases. This included 
cadres who opposed local nationalism and were incorrectly dealt with in 1957; work 
was carried out to reexamine, correct and make appropriate arrangements for them; 
in March 1980 some cadres were organized to go to Beijing and Shanghai to observe 
and study. In November 1979, an All-Yunnan Conference on Mountainous Area Economic 





Construction and Minority Work was convened at which it was decided to reduce the 
public surplus grain mission, liberalize “minor freedoms", expand private plots, 
transfer private mountainous plots, and adopt a system of production responsibility 
by fixing farm output quotas for each household or fixing the quota to be transfer- 
red to the state and that to be kept by the household for a backward, poor area of 

1 million population. In 1979, with the approval of the State Council, four auton- 
omous counties were created: Mojiang, Xundian, Yuanjiang and Xinping. The Jinuo 
people were formally recognized as a single minority of China; nine border area min- 
ority cadre schools were built. The provincial committee and the provincial people's 
government decided to expand the provincial minority colleges in accordance with the 
"Three-Thirds System" school management direction; the number of students enrolled 

in undergraduate classes, preparatory classes and cadre training classes was increas- 
ed year after year; special funds were allocated and school buildings were expanded. 
In the spring of 1980, the province launched an education campaign regarding minor- 
ity policy, combined with an investigation of the execution of the minority policy, 
and resolved some problems. In April 1980, a minority cadre schools work conference 
was convened which studied the training of minority cadres, and following the confer- 
ence, experimental teaching materials of more than 300,000 words were prepared. In 
minority areas, the Party Central Committee's directive on the religious question 
was implemented; the party's policy on religion was carried out, with measures forn- 
ulated on supervision of religion which guaranteed the normal religious practices 

of the masses who believe in religion. The minority united front was strengthened, 
the wages of upper level minorities were restored and supplemented, and adequate 
political arrangements were made. 


Last year, in line with the spirit of the Central Committee's directive on Tibetan 
work, Yunnan started from the facts and drew up 14 measures for expanding minority 
area economic and cultural work. Of particular note was implementation of the pol- 
icy of rehabilitation economically, further relaxing the economic policy, which in 
general promoted the system of production responsibility, with fixed farm output 
quotas for each household or a fixed quota to be transferred to the state and a 
quota to be kept by the household; in poor and backward border and interior areas 
the public surplus grain was further reduced, so that the two reductions came to 
over 300 million jin. As part of this, the public surplus grain mission of Nujiang- 
zhou and Diqingzhou was completely eliminated. The scope of the "three considera- 
tions" of minority trade was expanded, and now altogether 57 existing autonomous 
counties and sections subordinate to autonomous counties enjoy this treatment. Edu- 
cational, public health and cultural work has also been strengthened, with emphasis 
on restoring 40 residential middle schools and universities; 40 preparatory and min- 
ority courses have been added to universities and middle schools; minority teacher 
training has been strengthened; the Yunnan Advisory Commission on Minority Languag- 
es has been restored; broadcasting in minority languages has been established in 
some local areas; epidemic prevention and medical care have been improved. Last 
year, from the middle of November to the end of December, the provincial committee 
and the provincial people's government organized a minority policy inspection team 
in which over 2,000 cadres from regions and counties within the province participat- 
ed and carried out inspection of the implementation of minority policy. This year, 
border minority region work has been strengthened, establishment of the system of 
agricultural production responsibility has continued and improved, ideological and 
political work has been strengthened, and minority relations have been further im- 
proved. 
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Because the provincial committee and the provincial people's government, under the 
leadership of the Party Central Committee and the State Council, adopted the above- 
mentioned policies and measures and paid special attention to restoring and develop- 
ing the excellent tradition and style of minority work, upheld seeking truth from 
facts, suited measures to local conditions and to the minorities, conscientiously 
heeded the opinions and respected the autonomy of the minorities; because through 
the collective efforts of all minority peoples, Han cadres and minority cadres who 
fought on the frontline in the minority areas, the PLA and the border defense armed 
police units, while defending the border and maintaining border stability and unity, 
gave positive support and help to minority work--for these reasons a good situation 
has appeared among all Yunnan minority peoples rarely equaled since the founding of 
the People's Republic of China. The main examples are: 


1. The economy of the minority areas has clearly been restored and expanded and the 
standard of living of the masses has been improved. The food grain estimate in the 
border areas and autonomous zhou for this year has been raised. In particular, the 
question of food for the 6 million minority masses in the poor and backward areas 

in the interior and on the border was resolved quickly. Some areas, such as Menghai 
County, which were poor in food in the past, have now turned around in a year or two. 
For many years, raising of draft and beef cattle could not be developed in Lancang 
County, but after policies were relaxed, in 1 year there was an increase of over 
10,000 head. This year, there have been significanc increases in production in the 
Hui areas. Using Shadian Commune as an example, from January to September of this 
year, the gross income of commune-run enterprises was 2.5 million yuan, more than 
double last year's gross income of 1.2 million yuan; the output of sweet potatoes 
per mu increased from over 2 tons last year to over 5 tons, and the per-mu output 

of paddy rice reached 1,000 jin. 


2. The system and goal of minority area autonomy was further implemented. A group 
of minority cadres was chosen through elections to fill important leadership posi- 
tions in the people's congress and government. The positions of chairman of the 
standing committee of the people's congress, zhou head, county head and chief of 
the court of the four autonomous zhou of Dali, Chuxiong, Wenshan and Diqing and of 
16 autonomous counties are all held by minority cadres. Minorities make up 55 per- 
cent of the population of these 61 autonomous counties, 60 percent of the people's 
congress standing committees, 70 percent of the chairmen and deputy chairmen, and 
63 percent of the county heads and deputy heads,--in all cases higher than the pro- 
portion of minority population. Not only did autonomous regions and counties pay 
attention to choosing local minority cadres to participate in leadership teams: 
some places, in line with the party's directive and policy, took the initiative to 
resolve problems in the local economy, cultural construction and other undertakings 
and formulated some special regulations which all fully embodied the party's con- 
cern and consideration for minorities and respect for minority autonomous rights. 
In addition, for the past few years, the areas have trained in rotation over 8,700 
minority cadres, who were taken out of production. Beginning in 1978, the provin- 
cial prople's government has also specially assigned a quota and recruited minority 
employees from the rural areas. In the past 4 years, a total of 9,000 persons have 
been recruited, strengthening the ranks of minority workers and creating the neces- 
sary conditions for minorities to develop technical talent. 
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3. There have been new developments in minority education, culture, public health, 
sports, and scientific and technical work. In 1979 and 1980, through assessment, 
2,447 locally supervised teachers in the border and interior mountainous areas be- 
came state supervised. Of 40 new and restored residential minority middle and ele- 
mentary schools, 34 have enrolled students and the student population is now over 
3,400. The 40 minority classes offered by post-secondary level schools in the pro- 
vince have enrolled over 2,000 students, and the minority class students at Yunnan 
University, Kunming Industrial College, Kunming Teachers College and Yunnan Medical 
College, after 1 year of study, transferred to regular programs. In 1981, 1,201 
minority students were enrolled by universities and secondary technical schools, an 
increase of 208 over 1980. The number of minority students currently attending mid- 
dle and elementary schools has reached over 1.3 million. A large group of minority 
teachers have been trained, and in addition, 874 minority language teachers of the 
Tai, Jingpo, Lisu, Lahu, Wa, Miao, Yi and Tibenan minorities have been trained and 
the use of minority language for teaching and wiping out illiteracy has already been 
restored in some areas. On the basis of the five existing minority language broad- 
casting [operations], broadcasting in the Miao, Zhuang, Yao, Tai, Jingpo, Hani and 
Lahu dialects has been added in Wensha, Xishuangbanna and Dehong. Minority language 
soundtracks have been added to motion pictures. Minority theatrical festivals have 
been held and a research institute for minority folk literature has been established. 
In the past 2 years, the Yunnan Minority Publishing House has published 113 titles 
(some 800,000 volumes) of minority literature and Chinese books in addition to MIN- 
ORITY CULTURE. Various localities have also actively trained minority doctors and 
nurses, and the number of minority graduate students at the Kunming Medical College 
has reached over 400. Seven of the 10 key county-level hospitals established in the 
province are in minority autonomous areas. There have also been significant develop- 
ments in popularizing science and technology and in physical culture work in minor- 
ity areas. The first class of 90 students in the minority science and technology 
school jointly operated by the Yunnan Science Association and the Yunnan Minority 
Committee has already graduated this year and preparations are under way for a sec- 
ond class. 


4. There have been further improvements in the border minority areas in the rela- 
tionship between the party and the masses, between the army and the government, be- 
tween the army and the people, between the chang [1034] and the masses and in the 
relationship between the cadres and the masses, which has increased unity and fur- 
ther strengthened stability. 


5. Preliminary achieveme:.ts have been made in helping the economic construction of 
undeveloped areas. The state appropriated special funds for undeveloped areas (most- 
ly border minority areas). In 1980, 23 counties received aid, including 20 border 
counties. Altogether, 14 improved food grain seed bases were established. In 1980 
the gross output of food grain in these counties increased 12.4 percent over 1979, 
a net increase of 250 million jin. Over 148,000 mu of commercial forest was cre- 
ated and over 255,000 mu of economic forest. The Fute Commune Brigade and commune 
members raised 24,950 head of pigs, cows and sheep. Twenty commune and brigade 
public roads were completed with a total length of 343 km. Rural electric stations 
increased generating capacity over 3,200 kW. In 1981 another 10 counties received 
aid. 
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6. Organizing visits and study of minorities continued. Since the beginning of the 
year, 12 minority visiting groups totalling 896 persons have been organized. In 
study and visiting, education in upholding the four basic principles, patriotism, 
and strengthening the stability and unity of the minorities has been carried out, 
raising their political awareness. At the same time, through visiting, survey work 
was conducted, experience exchanged and new situations and problems discovered and 
explored, which promoted the development of minority work. 


7. Local, zhou, municipal and relevant county minority affairs agencies have been 
established and strengthened, and minority committees at all levels have actively 
Started work. In May of this year the first plenary session of the Yunnan Minority 
Affairs Committee was convened. 


Of course, we are fully aware that while there have been great accomplishments in 
minority work in the province, we must soberly note that the problems left behind 
following the destruction of the Lin Biao-Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary clique 
have not yet been completely resolved and tiat on the road ahead there are still 
many difficulties for us to overcome. In minority area autonomy, there is not enough 
respect for autonomous rights and the form and content of minority area autonomy 
must still be gradually implemented and perfected. Existing minority cadres are not 
suited to the demands of the overall developing situation, especially in that minor- 
ity leadership cadres and backbone leaders for business sections are too few; spe- 
cialized technicians are too few; the number of cadres from the Miao, Lisu, Lahu, 
Wa, Yao, Buland and Benglong minorities are too few; and the number of minority 
cadres who have contributed to raising the theoretical, policy and business level is 
small because of the limits of their educational level. Economic construction in 
minority areas is still weak, especially the 6 million minority peoples of Yunnan's 
border and interior poor and backward mountainous area, so that even today the pro- 
ductive forces are still low; leveling forests to reclaim wasteland and slash-and- 
burn cultivation are still common; and there is very little commodity economy and 
few rural trade fairs, so the standard of living of the masses is very impoverished. 
The existing base of culture, education, and health care is still very weak, and 
illiteracy and semiliteracy in many minority areas is about 80 percent of the adult 
population. The task of spreading elementary education is still enormous. The 
quality of middle and elementary school teaching is low, and even after lowering the 
minimum grade standards, not many can be promoted to higher grades. In some places 
the lack of physicians and the shortage of medicine are striking. Witch doctor and 
superstitious activity has gained ground in some areas again, and in some areas ab- 
normal situations have emerged in local religious activity, grassroots level cadres 
and activists who do not believe in religion have been rejected and attacked, and 
there have also been outbreaks of illegal activity interfering with education and 
administration. What is particularly noteworthy is that there are some counterrevo- 
lutionary elements which are using religion in antiparty and antisocialist activity. 
Foreign religious influences also constantly use a variety of methods for infiltra- 
tion, particularly in the border areas. Minority peoples must heighten their vig- 
ilance and treat this matter seriously. 


Il. 


Minority work in Yunnan in the future must uphoid implementation of the Party Cen- 
tral Committee's directive on Yunnan's minority work. To do this, we should do good 
work in the iollowing areas: 





1. Continue to implement the party's policy on autonomy for minority areas, fully 
guarantee minority exercise of autonomous rights, and strive to implement and per- 
fect the content and system of minority area autonomy. 


The Central Committee has instructed that our party and government should always be 
concerned about and help the development of minorities politically. The important 
thing is to continue to carry out the party's policy on minority area autonomy, con- 
stantly carry out education concerning the party's minority policy, and constantly 
strengthen the unity of minority peoples. This is a precondition for the develop- 
ment of the minorities" economy and culture. 


Minority area autonomy is a basic policy of our party for correctly resolving the 
guestion of China's minorities. Each minority autonomous area is an inseparable 
part of the ancestral land; each minority autonomous agency is a local organ of pow- 
er under the unif’‘ed leadership of the Central Committee. Now and in the future, 

we should actively lead and encourage each minority to practice autonomy, and in 
accordance with the constitution and laws and the principle of democratic centralisnm, 
to fully exercise their autonomous rights; adhere to the party's line, direction and 
policy and take the initiative to resolve important problems in local economy, cul- 
tural construction and other enterprises; and in accordance with local characteris- 
tics and the wishes of the people, focus on specialized problems, formulate special 
regulations and strive to implement and perfect the content and system of minority 
area autonomy. 


Sixteen of the 22 minorities in Yunnan have already established autonomous areas. 
There are now 8 autonomous zhou and 19 autonomous counties. The minority popula- 
tion of these autonomous areas is 7.4 million, which is 76.8 percent of the minor- 
ity population of the entire province. Through elections, 16 autonomous counties 
and 4 autonomous zhou have already convened people's congresses and established and 
strengthened people's congress standing committees and the autonomous zhou and coun- 
ty people's governments. The autonomous areas which hive not conducted elections 
should emphasize doing a good job of elections. The autonomous local organs of 
state power in the minority areas should do a better job of combining the party's 
direction and policy with the actual situation in the autonomous areas, and under 
the guidance of the party's direction and policy and in accordance with the char- 
acteristics of the minorities and the differences between minorities, formulate 
specitic policies and measures suited to local conditions so as to fully mobilize 
the socialist initiative of minority peoples and more rapidly develop and improve 
the political, economic and cultural enterprise of the minorities. That is to say, 
under the leadership of the party, the minority masses should act as their own mas- 
ters out of the belief that they are, and walk the socialist road on their own legs. 
This requires educating the minority cadres and masses and constantly extending the 
knowledge and understanding of area autonomy policy. It is a mistake to separate 
upholding the four basic principles and minority area autonomy; it is incorrect to 
regard minority area autonomy as only a matter of form. It is especially important 
for minority cadres to bear the responsibility of party leadership in autonomous 
areas: only by conscientiously implementing the party's correct line, policy and 
direction, proceeding from the actual situation in the minority area and respecting 
the wishes of the minority peoples, can tne right of the minorities to be their own 
masters be fully manifested and can the minority do things well and truly give full 
play to the initiative of minority area autonomy. 





To fully realize and perfect the form and system of minority area autonomy, atten- 
tion should be paid in practical work to resolving the following problems: First, 
when researching policy and assigning important work, the actual situation of the 
minority areas should be considered, the autonomy rights of the autonomous areas 
should be respected, and generalized treatment should be avoided; second, when carry- 
ing out the decisions and directive of upper echelons and upper echelon departments 
in autonomous areas, anything which does not conform to actual circumstances in the 
area in question can be adjusted, but instructions should be requested beforehand 

and a report made afterwards; third, in matters concerning financial limitations and 
development of state resources, in accordance with the advantageous principle of 
bringing the initiative of both sides into play, discussion between the departments 
concerned and the autonomous area should produce proposals, to be approved by the 
upper levels of government, which will provide a reasonable solution; fourth, in the 
construction of a legal system in autonomous areas, first of all questions of gen- 
eral concern to the masses of the area should be addressed, such as protecting the 
forests, promoting the minority language, respecting minority manners and mores as 
well as reforming bad habits and customs, early marriage, mercenary marriage and 
marriage of close relatives, stopping the chasing after "pipadevils" [3832 3831 7607] 
and killing twins, and special regulations should be developed to lay a good founda- 
tion for formulating articles for autonomy in the future. 


2. Continue to choose and vigorously train minority cadres. 


Devoting major effort to training a minority cadre team which will uphold the four 
basic principles, will loyally carry out the party's direction, and policy, will be 
closely allied with the minority masses, and will have a modern scientific education 
and ability to work in a variety of fields so that gradually each minority autono- 
mous area will reach the point where the minority cadre composition is roughly com- 
parable to the proportion of the minority population in that area--this is the key 
to upholding the party's minority area autonomy policy. 


According to figures for the first half of this year, there were over 18,000 minor- 
ity cadres in Yunnan, including a significant number of minority cadres in leader- 
ship positions at various levels. They have played a very important role in rally- 
ing the minority masses and in carrying out social reform and socialist construction 
in the minority areas. In future, we should coordinate the relevant departments to 
further carry out this work well. 


First, we should adopt realistic measures and vigorously raise the political, cul- 
tural and professional levels of the present minority cadres. We should help and 
coordinate cadre schools at all levels to continue to do a good job of minority 
cadre education in political theory and to raise the cultural level of minority cad- 
res. We should try within 3 to 5 years to raise the cultural level of all minority 
cadres who are now with agencies above commune level, are below the age of 45, and 
have less than an elementary school education to the equivalent of junior high 
school or higher elementary school. At the same time, we should emphasize vocation- 
al cadre schools and training classes at all levels and all departments to improve 
vocational and technical training of minority cadres. We should demand that all 
relevant departments conscientiously carry out research and make plans for training 
and rotational training of minority cadres and conscientiously put them into opera- 
tion. 
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Second, we should pay attention to selecting superior minority cadres with a defi- 
nite prcfessional ability to take responsibility for the departments, particularly 
departmental leadership work in human services, labor, education, public safety, fi- 
nance and planning departments. We should enthusiastically help minority cadres who 
hold leadership positions to work courageously so that they will be professional, 
authoritative and responsible, and work constantly to be trained and improved. 


Third, we should constantly replenish the minority cadre ranks and gradually increase 
the proportion of minority cadres. In the future, additional minority cadres will 
be drawn mainly from among graduates of universities and middle schools, so we 
should pay a great deal of attention to stressing the training of minority students 
in universities and secon ~y technical schools. At the same time, we should uphold 
“walking on two legs" and rec uit minority cadres from among grassroots level cadres 
in rural areas and mines, and from among superior intellectual young people and or- 
dinary employees. In particular, we should pay attention to recruiting from the 
smaller minorities so that their cadre numbers will grow faster. 


The close unity of Han cadres and minority cadres should be further strengthened. 
Throughout, our party and government have sent large groups of Han cadres, cadres of 
other nationalities, military and specialist cadres to border minority areas to work. 
For a long time, these comrades and the local minority cadres and masses have been 
closely associated, have shared joys and sorrows, have built up and defended the 
border and made great contributions, and the overwhelming majority of comrades among 
this number have already settled in the area. In the future we should also systen- 
atically send specialists and technicians and the necessary leadership cadres to the 
border and minority areas to work. We should strengthen ideological education of 
these comrades, be concerned about their livelihood, encourage them to willingly 
stay and work in these areas for a long time and wholeheartedly serve the local mi- 
nority peoples. This is what the party confidently expects of these comrades, and 
it is also the wish of the local minority peoples. The Party Central Committee has 
pointed out emphatically: “Han cadres in minority areas should take the view that 
minority area work cannect be done well divorced from minority cadres, and minority 
cadres should take the view that minority area work cannot be done well divorced 
from Han cadres. If Han cadres think that they can do without minority cadres, and 
minority cadres think that they can get along without Han cadres, they are mistaken 
and in danger." Therefore, Han cadres and minority cadres should both engage in 
mutual study and mutual help, become united and struggle together to develop the 
local minority political, economic and cultural enterprise. 


3. Build up the economy of the border minority areas in a down-to-earth manner. 


The party and government have always been concerned about and helped the minorities 


to develop the economy. Only with economic development can political and cultural 
development be prometed better. Recently, when receiving a group of minority visit- 
ors from all over the country who came to the national celebration, Comrade Hu Yao- 
bang made point of emphasizing this matter. Doing good work in the economy is 

the key to minority work. And in developing the economy of the minority peoples, 
developing agricultural production should occupy first place. On the basis of sum- 
marized experience, we should gradually stabilize and improve the various forms of 


production responsibility, improve management, implement scientific farming and 





improve the ability to resist natural disasters. In line with upholding the princi- 
ple of suiting measures to local conditions, we should continue to stress food grain 
production, diversity, and develop household sideline production. We should also 
conscientiously research and resolve economic problems, carry out economic reform 
and develop minority industry. 


We should pay particular attention to the fact that in Yunnan's border and interior 
mountainous areas, including the areas where locality and zhou, and county and coun- 
ty, come together, there are over 5 million minority peoples, the productive forces 
are very backward and the lives of the masses are very hard. There are about 1.7 
million minority peoples in the border mountain areas, mainly Dulongs, Bulangs, Beng- 
longs, Jinuos, Lahus, Jingpos, Lisus, Nus, Was, Miao, Yao and Kucongs. The popula- 
tion of each of these minorities is very small and in the past the work foundation 
has been weak, but since they are located on the border, doing a good job of econ- 
omic construction in these areas not only concerns the development of these minori- 
ties, but also the strength of the border defense. The poor mountainous area in the 
interior has about 3.7 million people, mainly backward branches of the Yi and Miao. 
These poor mountainous areas are mostly in combined districts, and because of poor 
communications, weak work foundation and backward productive forces, they have often 
become a breach for the enemy to provoke incidents, destroy the minority relations 
and unity and stability. Doing a good job of economic construction in these areas 
is not only an economic matter, but it is also a political matter. We should pay 
great attention to strengthening the work in these areas. We should conduct special 
research, adopt feasible measures and implement comprehensive management to change 
the poor and backward situation of these areas as quickly as possible. 


Regarding economic construction in border minority areas, we should effectively com- 
bine state aid and self-reliance. The state provides annually a considerable amount 
of money for the economic and cultural construction of these areas. We should con- 
scientiously summarize experience and effectively apply it regarding questions of 
the productive lives of the local masses which urgently need to be resolved. 


4. Strengthen cultural, educational, health and science, and technology work in 
minority areas. 


Having a high regard for and conscientiously developing science and technology, edu- 
cation and culture, and stressing good work in these areas has a direct relationship 
to the training of minority cadres and specialists and to the development of produc- 
tive forces and the reform of productive methods in minority areas; this is also an 
important constituent element in gradually realizing the de facto equality of minor- 
ities. We definitely must always be concerned and help minorities to develop cul- 
turally. 


The education of minorities should be stressed on the foundation of spreading ele- 
mentary education. If we lay a good foundation, then we can fundamentally change 

the culturally backward situation of these areas and have greater numbers of minor- 
ity students attend middle schools, universities and secondary vocational schools. 

Thus we should conscientiously research and resolve questions which exist regarding 
the form of school operation, school term system, and teaching materials of elemen- 
tary education in minority areas and regarding teacher training, and we should im- 
prove the conditions of school operation so that minority entrance rates, stability 
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and teaching quality can make greater progress and improvement. At the same time, 
we should pay serious attention to making efforts to eradicate illiteracy and semi- 
literacy among young people and grassroots level cadres. In addition to operating 
night schools, we can adopt the method of intensive, accelerated and work-study edu- 
cation in order to accelerate the pace of the campaign to wipe out illiteracy. 


The 40 residential minority middle and elementary schools should be made the key 
schools in minority education and the 6 schools which have not yet enrolled students 
should make preparations quickly to open at an early date. We should truly make 
these minority schools worthy of the name and pay particular attention to mobilizing 
the enrollment of students from minorities which are culturally backward and few in 
number. What is even more important is to provide these schools with strong leader- 
ship and qualified teachers. Education and minority departments should always be 
aware of the situation and conscientiously resolve actual problems so as to guaran- 
tee that these schools are run well. 


Practice proves that minority classes operated by universities and secondary voca- 
tional schools are a good way to develop minority education and a good method of 
training minority cadres and specialists. Colleges which do not yet have minority 
classes and vocational and professional schools as well as middle schools at the 
provincial, regional and county level also should actively add minority classes. 
Some areas have also started agricultural secondary schools and farm and study 
schools with good results, and these should be summarized and popularized. In this 
way, on a provincial scale, we can gradually form a multichannelled minority educa- 
tion system made up of a universal elementary education base and residential schools, 
minority classes, and technical and vocational schools, in order to train talent for 
the minorities more extensively and effectively. 


To further resolve the question of expanding the faculty in minority education, each 
region (zhou) and county should actively train teachers, with the emphasis on im- 
proving the existing teachers. We have already begun to use the method of incen- 
tives in residence, food and wages as well as periodic rotation to mobilize highly 
qualified teachers from the cities in the interior to help train local teachers, 

and these methods should continue to be expanded in a planned way. We should also 
permit border and minority areas to use contracts and letters of appointment to re- 
cruit from other areas teachers with higher qualifications who are not currently em- 
ployed and to adopt a variety of methods to train teachers who will raise the level 
of minority education. 


In improving minority education, the appropriate schools, particularly elementary 
schools, and work to eliminate illiteracy should use the spoken language and writing 
system of the local minority. The teaching of those minorities with their own spok- 
en language but no writing system shouid also use the local language as a supplement, 
while at the same time encouraging and helping the minority students to learn spok- 
en Chinese and the Chinese writing system. 


In minority culture wor should organize motion picture teams and song and dance 
troups to actively go. ll and dale to show movies and perform for the minor- 
ities; we should active.:y establish and develop a commune cultural station movement, 
develop minority sports actively and help establish afterwork cultural and physical 
culture organizations; we should also continue to implement the policy on minority 
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intellectuals. We should further uncover and put in order the cultural legacy of 
the minorities. We should actively launch a healthy artistic movement and a physi- 
cal culture movement which has minority form and style, give serious consideration 
to and correctly guide artistic propaganda on minority festivals, and enrich the 
cultural life of the minorities. We should strive to do a good job of minority lan- 
guage work and give full play to the role of minority language. In the border areas 
we should also pay attention to strengthening the anti-infiltration struggle on the 
ideological and cultural front. 


We should strengthen the science and technology work in the border minority areas-- 
that is, we should really strengthen scientific and technological knowledge in these 
areas and, proceeding from the actual situation, we should adopt special measures to 
vigorously train primary technicians among the local minorities and gradually expand 
the science and technology system of responsibility. 


In minority health work, we should conscientiously operate good commune hospitals in 
areas where medical and health care work is particularly weak; at the province, re- 
gion (zhou) and county levels we should continue to organize medical teams and peri- 
odically rotate travelling medical teams in border and mountainous minority areas 
and we should pay attention to training local medical personnel; we should research 
and resolve new problems which arise in cooperative treatment; we should strengthen 
work to rally and improve the use of minority herbal medicine, and gradually reform 
outdated practices and bad habits which are not beneficial to the physical and men- 
tal health of the people. Family planning work in these areas should proceed from 
the actual situation, investigate appropriate methods and different types of treat- 
ment, strengthen propaganda education and put a halt to simple and crude mistaken 
methods. 


5. Correctly and comprehensively implement the party's policy on freedom of reli- 
gious belief. 


Governments at all levels should place religious work on the agenda and earnestly 

strengthen management. First of all, we should do a good job of uniting the masses 
who believe in religion, broadly popularize and implement the party's policy on re- 
ligion, and guarantee their normal religious activity. At the same time, we should 
educate the believing masses to understand that religious activity must not violate 
the laws of party and state policy, that religion must not interfere with politics, 
education, or the law; and we should dare to struggle against all illegal behavior. 


Next, through the government's religion department and the religious organizations, 
the Islamic Patriotic Association, the Buddhist Patriotic Association and the Chris- 
tian Patriotic Association should carry out education in the religious community on 
upholding the four basic principles and being patriotic and law-abiding. They 
should be thoroughly taught that: religious activity does not meddle in politics, 
education and law; it does not employ the property of the collective economy; it 
does not interfere with the production process, work process or social process. 

They should respect the freedom of the masses who do not believe in religion; any 
method of coercing others to believe in religion is unlawful and cannot be permitted. 
There should be strict criticism and education concerning the use of religion to 
carry out unlawful activity, and violation of state statutes will be handled accord- 
ing to the law. At the same time, we should also encourage the masses who believe 
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in religion to raise nationality self-esteem, and within the limits of the state 
laws, develop their spirit of maintaining independence and retaining the initiative, 
‘oving their country and their doctrine, and resisting infiltrating activity from 
abroad. Between religions and between sects there should be mutual respect and a 
concern for unity. 


After investigation, counterrevolutionary elements who use religion for destructive 
purposes should be firmly punished according to the law.

Yunnan is a multinationality border province in the southwestern part of the ances- 
tral land. This is the basic characteristic of Yunnan. Our work must take into 
consideration this basic characteristic. The experience of the 32 years since the 
founding of the People's Republic of China proves that whenever work is done in Yun- 
nan which proceeds from this basic characteristic and takes this basic characteris- 
tic into consideration, the policies and measures proposed will conform to actuality 
and to the will of the people and thus will always be victorious; whenever it does 
not proceed from this basic characteristic and does not take this basic characteris- 
tic into consideration, the work will not go smoothly and the party's direction and 
policy cannot be truly implemented. For this reason, strengthening the leadership 
and doing a good job of minority work is an important issue related to the compre- 
hensive nature of strength of the border defenses, the unity of the ancestral land, 
Stability and unity, and the four modernizations. 


The most essential elements in strengthening the leadership in minority areas is to 
combine Marxist-Leninist tenets and socialist principles with the actual minority 
Situation; organize and support the minority peoples to act as their own masters; 
and on the basis of the differing conditions of the minorities, find the specific 
paths and patterns of development which are suited to the situation of each minor- 
ity so that our leadership work will be established on the objective foundation of 
social patterns and natural patterns. Without this fundamental point, the party 
cannot implement true leadership of minority work nor can it truly resolve the minor- 
ity question. This demands that we not only conscientiously study the minority the- 
ory of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought and the party's minority policy, but that 
we also investigate conscientiously and understand in depth the actual situation of 
the minority areas, in particular listening carefully to the views of minority cad- 
res and masses, fully respecting their wishes, and do a better job of guiding them 
to correctiyv handle the relationship between their immediate interests and long- 
range interests, local inte~ests and collective interests, and individual interests 
and national collective interests. Only in this way can the party's direction and 
policy be truiy cembined with the actual situation of the minorities to turn the 
building oi a new socialist life into conscious action of the minority cadres and 
masses. 


We should further strengthen everyday ideological and political work using the par- 
ty's line, direction and policy to unify the ideological understanding of the min- 
ority cadres and masses. Under the leadership of party committees at all levels, 
we should continue to organize cadres in all areas throughout the province, espec- 
ially leadership cadres, to combine a study of the Historical Resolution with fur- 
ther study of the Central Committee’s directive on minority work in Yunnan, and 
through the cadres carry out extensive and in-depth propaganda with regard to the 
minority masses in order to further promote minority work throughout the province. 
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We should further liberate thinking, expand democracy, encourage the minority cadres 
to dare to proceed from the actual situation and fully express their opinions, re- 
flect the wishes and demands of the minority masses, and point out criticism and 
views with regard to minority work. These are important conditions for us to do 

our work well and important aspects of developing the initiative of the minority 
cadres as well as important tasks for minority cadres. We definitely should not con- 
sider different opinions of minority cadres in work as mistakes and criticize them; 
we definitely should not consider as narrow minority ideology the correct reflection 
of the views of the minority masses or the expression of the proper interests of the 
minority masses and thus oppose them--that is, the views expressed by the minority 
cadres may have this or that weakness or error and we can only adopt a direction 
which opens channels and correctly apply the methods of criticism and self-criticism 
to patiently persuade and educate them. 


Comrade Hu Yaobang said recently: "China's political tasks today call for: 1) gen- 
eral unification, the return of Taiwan to the ancestral land; and 2) general unity, 
never forgetting the strengthening of the unity of minorities." The unity of minor- 
ities is a basic guarantee for our enterprise to be victorious. The party is the 
leadership core of the unity of minority peoples, and the unity of minority peoples 
and the unity of the nation are the lifeline of all peoples. We should conscien- 
tiously work to "make the strengthening of the unshakeable unity of the minorities 
the starting point and focus of every poli_” we carry out, all work we do and each 
question we deal with." We should constantly improve the awareness of the minority 
cadres and people in order to strengthen minority unity and warm love of the social- 
ist ancestral land; constantly expand the good habit of minority unity and friend- 
ship, mutual respect and mutual help to guarantee the minorities‘ common develop- 
ment and common prosperity so as to make a new contribution to the construction of 
the border areas and protect the border defenses.

[Text] Three years’ practice since the party's third plenary session has proved 
that the party's principles and policies in various fields are correct. 


After extensive discussions on safeguarding the basic principles of Marxism, the 
“two whatevers" view was refuted, the view that "practice is the sole criterion for 
testing truth" was established and the trends of idealism, the theory of the unique 
importance or will and metaphysics were rejected. On this basis, the policy of 
letting a hundred schools of thought contend and letting e hundred flowers blossom 
in academic fields was restored. Consequently, the development and prosperity 

of modern Chinese literature and art has been greatly promoted. 


Our achievements can be seen in agriculture. On the whole, we have been reaping 
bumper agricultural harvests for many vears running. In 1981, our achievements 
were even more remarkable. In that year, there were dry spells in the north and 
floods in the southwest. The policy of raising the purchase prices of several agri- 
cultural products is correct. The policy of the agricultural production responsi- 
bility system of fixing output quotas based on the household and other effective 
forms of this system is correct. This is the key to developing agricultural pro- 
duction. The best proof witnessed by all is the unprecedentedly brisk rural con- 
Sumer goods market. It is wrong to doubt the correctness of these agricultural 
policies. 


In industry, we have discussed the purpose of production, the proportionate rela- 
tionship between consumption and accumulation, the rate of progress of industrial 
production and the relationship between readjustment and restructuring. Obviously, 
industry is making steady advancement and light industry has achieved even greater 
economic results. 


The scope of China's national economy is very extensive and many problems have been 
handed down from the past. In our advancement, we still may meet with various 

kinds of difficulties and various deviations may occur. I do not intend to say that 
everything has turned out as we wish but our basic policies are correct and prac- 
tice has proved that we have made achievements. Restructuring is inevitable. 
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The political situation throughout the country is one of stability. In the past 

3 years, the party Central Committee has been bold and resolute in resolving var- 
ious political cases that have occurred since liberation. We have clarified cases 
that need clarifying and redressed those that need redressing.

In particular, the “resolution on certain ques- 
tions in the history of our party since the founding of the PRC" adopted at the 
party's sixth plenary session has explained and solved the major problems in his- 
tory and restored the scientific system of Mao Zedong Thought, thus pointing out 
the orientation of our advancement and increasing our faith in scoring victory. 
Everyone has the same feeling. The political situation throughout the country will 
be even more stable in the future. 


Economic development, restructuring of institutions and political stability are 
inevitable as history develops. 


"Dialectics...because it includes in its comprehension and affirmative recognition 
of the existing state of things, at the same time also, the recognition of the ne- 
gation of that state, of its inevitable breaking up; because it regards every 
historically developed social form as in fluid movement, and therefore takes into 
account its transient nature not less than its momentary existence; because it 

lets nothing impose upon it and is in its essence critical and revolutionary." 
(Marx: "Das Kapital") Therefore, we can say that development means negation and 
without negation, there will be no development. Restructuring also means negation, 
and without negation, there will be no restructuring either. 


Great developments have been made in literature and art in the past few years. 


At present, there is a great . riety of literature and art publications. Although 
the relative number of readers with culture is small, the absolute number of them 
is big since our country has a large population. They can digest these literature 
and art publications. Nobody wants to read all of them but we can select what we 
want. Those which can survive are good ones. Even if some of them cannot survive, 
there is nothing to blame. China is such a big country. Of course, the broad 
masses of readers are satisfied with only one or two literature and art publica- 
tions. 


With the increase of publications, the number of works of literature and art also 
increases. There is such a great variety of works that they have truly created an 
atmosphere of a hundred flowers blossoming. We should not expect that a hundred 
blossoming flowers will drop all of a sudden from the sky. There will not be 

such a thing. According to some comrades’ calculation, since the third plenary 
session, 256 novels and short stories have been written from 1978 to 1981 (the 
first half). Similar situations have also occurred in other aspects. This is 

a flourishing situation and a gratifying phenomenon. 


Therefore, the number of persons engaged in writing has also increased. Most of 
these writers are middled-aged and many of them are young. People of talent have 
come forth in large numbers. We now have more writers than in the 1930's or the 
1960's and we have more women writers than ever before. This is also a sign of 
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flourishing literature and art. But not ali these writers will make great achieve- 
ments. Some may become a flash in the pan while others will actually write works 
that will last for generations. We have enough soil for numerous novelists, poets, 
painters, musicians, dramatists.... 


As far as ideological and artistic levels are concerned, I personally think that 
we have surpassed the "17 years" and far surpassed the quality of ordinary works 
in the 1930's. In their art, some writers are steadier and richer than those of the 
past. In ideology, some young comrades are much more complex than writers of the 
Older generation. Old writers should encourage and cherish young writers. Some 
people think that writers of this generation are divorced from reality. This is 
not correct. The thoughts and artistic activities of most of them are closely 
bound up with our cause and are in keeping with the times. Most of their works 
are not in poor taste and are free from philistinism. There may be a touch of 
melancholy in some of their works, but the main spirit in them is heroic and pro- 
gressive. 


Literature and art reflect reality but reality also includes history, true history. 
Therefore, from the viewpoint of historical materialism, literature and art also 
reflect realistic history or historical reality. Although history is something of 
the past, since it is part of a continuing process of life, it has a positive 
aspect and a negative aspect. It follows that literature and art reflect two 
spects. How literature and art reflect these aspects depends on the world outlook 
of a writer and on the artistic means he uses. Therefore, these works cover a 
vast scope and have a great variety. They have a wider range of subjects than 
those works of an older generation put forth questions of much greater significance. 
These writers come from different fronts and have their personal experiences of 
life on different fronts. This is also manifested in the depth of the content of 
their works. Thev are not shallow or sloppy. They have touched on the core of 
questions. Of course, this is not the core of political economics but the core of 
art. Works without depth will certainly disappear like mist. 


Characteristics of the times are not only seen in material production but also in 
Spiritual production. The prevailing customs reflected in books are those of the 
times. Modern works are products of our times and we can concretely see from them 
the prevailing customs of our times. Writers are inevitably influenced and tempered 
by our times. Besides, sometimes a prevailing customs may be a fashion and writers 
also often follow a fashion. However, we hope that writers can truly express the 
spirit of the times. 


Also worthy of mention is some writers’ artistic means of expression, that is, 
language and literary skills. I think that this can also be considered as an 
achievement in the literature of or times. The life of writers directly affects 
their artistic methods and skiils of expression. In this aspect, writers in the 
1930's and in the 17 years did not have the same chance. Current works go deep 
into the rural areas, factories, schools and various aspects of the society. A 
great variety of characters have also been created and they all belong to our times. 
Although each of these writers describes his own sphere of life, when their works 
are considered as a whole they shine with brilliant splendor. Besides, as far as 
common knowledge is concerned, the maturity shown in contemporary works far ex- 
ceeds that of some writers in the past. 





Of course, the question of a writer's world outlook is involved here. Each writer 
has his own world outlook. Literature and art works are paintings and not photos. 
How to select material, how to start and how to put color on are all decided by 
individual writers and they are guided by his world outlook. On the whole, the 
world outlook of writers expressed in current works of literature and art is in 
conformity with the demands of progress of our times and is also in conformity with 
the sense of responsibility which a writer should have toward the society. However, 
there are exceptions. The world outlook of a few writers is not in conformity with 
the demands of the times. Besides political and ideological problems, I think that 
some writers have exaggerated their artistic role as a writer. To put it point- 
blank, they want others to “take orders from them." A writer can only have cer- 
tain functions in a society and in an era. He cannot have unlimited functions. It 
was impossible to rule the whole country with half of “Lun Yu." Likewise, much 
less is it possible to govern the whale country with one novel. Another problem 

is that some writers have ignored the unity between ideals and reality and have 
isolated one from the other. As a result, ideals cannot be genuine and reality is 
distorted. The former problem is related to the latter. In short, they are prob- 
lems of a writer's world outlook. 


The problem of remolding world outlook entirely depends on writers tempering then 
selves in life and studying Marxism. Writers should not separate themselves from 
the source of life and should not feel headaches the moment Marxism is mentioned. 
Not all works are tenable. A writer's historical responsibility is to abandon 
works which are not tenable and write more tenable ones. 


Anyhow, we are quite certain of two points: 1. Our era is progressive and full 

of hopes. Ours is a flourishing age. Our country is not a nation in disorder or 
in danger. 2. Achievements in literature and art of our times are flourishing 

and profound. There are flourishing scenes and profound fruits. It has formed its 
own chapter in the history of modern literature. 


"Standing high at the peak of a mountain and looking toward the East, we can al- 
ready see the brilliant morning sun penetrating through thin mist." We can see that 
in 1982, literature and art will forge ahead courageously and will flourish even 
more.

[Text] Lacking a correct understanding of the consistency and continuity of the 
party's principle and policy on literature and art in the study of criticizing 

the social ideological trend of bouregois liberalization, some comrades find it 
difficult to master this principle, which they think is changeable. It seems to 
them that the criticism of the trend of bourgeois liberalization is contradicting 
the guiding ideology of opposing "leftism" mapped out since the third plenary 
session, and that since the ideological trend of bourgeois liberalization should 
be criticized, it is not appropriate to carry on the mid-emancipation movement, to 
mention the policy of letting a hundred flowers blossom and a hundred schools of 
thought contend, or to talk about the lively and vigorous situation in literature 
and art. Recently, the No 23 issue of HONGQI carried Comrade Hu Qiaomu's speech at 
the forum on the work on the ideological front, entitled "Some Problems on the 
Present Ideological Front." I think this speech is very important. It gives us 
brilliant, penetrating and sound answers to the above-mentioned questions, which 
are of common interest. 


Comrade Hu Qiaomu pointed out: "In the future, we will still not be able to slack- 
en our efforts to criticize, rectify and prevent the ‘leftist’ errors. However, 
neither the resoluton adopted by the sixth plenary session nor the guiding policy 
of the CCP Central Committee put forth since the third plenary session has set the 
rectification of ‘leftist' guiding ideology against opposing the social ideological 
trend of bourgeois liberalization. These two phenomena exist objectively and en- 
danger our socialist cause. Therefore, we must carry out struggle on the two fronts. 
The policy of nonrecognition of, or noninterference in, either of these two is 
incorrect. Moreover, the struggle on these two fronts supplement each other." In 
accordance with the actual situation on the literature and art front, I would like 
to put the following points about my understanding of Comrade Hu Qiaomu's speech. 


1. On the relationship between the criticism of the trend of bourgeois liberaliza- 
tion and the movement to emancipate the mind. 


What is emancipation of the mind? Comrade Hu Qiaomu said in his speech: "The 
CCP Central Committee holds that the emancipation of the mind is first and fore- 
most the freeing of our cadres and masses from the trammels of the ‘leftist’ errors 
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in the 'Great Cultural Revolution’ and before, to free them from the yoke of the 
"two whatevers', and help them return to the scientific path of Marxism and Mao 
Zedong Thought, to the fine tradition of proceeding from realities and seeking truth 
from facts." That is to say, to return to the stand of the four basic principles. 


The criterion for drawing a clear line between emancipation of the mind and bourgeois 
liberalization is that attitude toward the four basic principles: to be in favor 
of, or to oppose them; to abide by them or depart from them? Emancipation of the 
mind means smashing the yoke of the outdated concepts, apriorism and metaphysics 
which shackle the people's brains and obstruct the development of history. The 
subjective world of some comrades obviously does not conform to the objective 
world and their plans, views, opinions and writings do not meet the needs of 
revolutionary practice, do not accord with the requirements, desires and will of 
the masses of people or even run counter to them. Yet, they still hold onto their 
old views, practices and experiences without thinking of rectifying them. This is 
an expression of rigidity of thinking. The purpose of advocating emancipation of 
the mind is rightly to free these comrades from such a state of rigidity. But 
what should be the guiding ideology in this movement to emancipate the mind? What 
is the new concept to be substituted for the old? Of course, it cannot be the 
ideology of bourgeois liberalization. It can only be Marxist ideology. Those who 
are influenced by the ideology of bourgeois liberalization cannot distinguish Marx- 
ism from the poisonous “leftist" influence. They often take the correct ideas of 
Marxism for the "leftist" ideas and criticize them, and thus give rise to confu- 
sions in ideology. What should be the guiding ideology for these comrades when 
they are freed from the yoke of backward ideology? It also should be Marxism, and 
not the bourgeois or petit bourgeois ideologies. We cannot go from an erroneous 
tendency of "leftism" to another erroneous tendency of rightism, from being fet- 
tered by one erroneous ideology to being fettered by another erroneous ideology. 
Otherwise, we shall always be vacillating between "left" and right. This must be 
prevented. So the criticism of "leftist" deviation and the criticism of the 
ideological trend of bourgeois liberalization are two aspects of the same question 
in the movement to emancipate the mind. Only when the "leftist" deviation of rigid- 
ity in thinking is overcome can we more convincingly criticize the trend of 
bourgeois liberalization and keep people from being oversensitive when hearing 
about literary and art criticism. Similarly, only when the trend of bourgeois 
liberalization is criticized can we accurately criticize the "leftist" deviation 
and thus not provide a pretext to people to engage in oversimplified and crude 
criticism. In short, we must not go from one one-sided criticism to another one- 
sided criticism, or zo from one extreme to another extreme. This is not the cor- 
rect way to emancipate the mind. Only by adhering to the four basic principles 
can we criticize both "leftist" and right erroneous ideas in a correct way and 
achieve real emancipation of the mind. 


Then, how do we correctly carry out criticism of the trend of bouregois liberali- 
zation? By saying bourgeois liberalization we mean the attitude of being indul- 
gent to the bourgeois ideological trend. Its core is attempting to depart from the 
leadership of the party and the orbit of socialism. We should not enlarge this 
definition and randomly criticize writers or their works as being examples of 
bourgeois liberalization. In the course of emancipating the mind, some writers 

and artists have made new explorations in the artistic field, but due to insuf- 
ficient experience in creative work or an imperfect understanding of the new life 
and new problems, have made mistakes of various kinds. We must not regard all these 
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mistakes as examples of bourgeois liberalization and criticize them without analy- 
sis. This wiil not only be harmful to the carrying out of the movement to emanci- 
pate the mind but also harmful to the criticism of bourgeois liberalization. 


The @mergence of such phenomena usually has something to do with our attitude 
toward study. When studying documents, some comrades are fond of extrapolating the 
meaning of the documents. For example, when the document says that the works on a 
certain subject should be reduced or should be written more profoundly, the would 
rather publish, perform or write nothing on this subject. While combining theory 
with practice in study, some comrades are fond of combining theory with the "prac- 
tice" in accordance with their own needs and "each takes what he needs." Thus, 
instead of criticizing what actually exists, they think that whatever they criti- 
cize exists. This is certainly not a correct attitude and is harmful to promot- 
ing literary creation. 


2. On the relationship between the criticism of the trend of bourgeois liberaliza- 
tion and the implementation of the policy of "letting a hundred flowers blossom and 
a hundred schools of thought contend." 


The “double-hundred" policy is an important policy of our party in leading scien- 
tific and cultural work. It is written in the constitution and must be observed. 
The development of socialist literature and art amply shows that whenever the 
"double-hundred" policy is correctly carried out, literary and artistic creation 
grows and florishes; and whenever this policy is abandoned or violated, literary 
and artistic creation becomes desolate. Over the past 5 years or so, we have 
achieved unprecedented prosperity in our literary and artistic work. Ome of the 
important experiences is conscientiously carrying out the "double-hundred" policy. 


Nevertheless, the "double-hundred" policy has nothing in common with bourgeois 
liberalization. It has distinct class character and tendentiousness, and a definite 
purpose. The putting forth of this policy was based on the viewpoint of the unity 
of opposites a philosophical viewpoint of the proletariat, which holds that con- 
tradictions exist in all things and that advanced things are developed in the strug- 
gle of contradictions. Usually, the solving of all problems in the ideological 
field and making the subjective understanding tally with the objective truth re- 
quires a tortuous and complicated course to be experienced. Instead of giving 
administrative orders, banning and suppressing, in solving problems of understand- 
ing, the method of democratic discussion, analysis and comparison should be ap- 
plied. Socialist literature and are cannot be cultivated in hothouses and must 
not be spollied by excesses. it must grow healthily and strongly in competing and 
struggling with various kind of literature and art. Taken literally, the "double- 
hundred" policy seems to have no class character, but in our era, since it was put 
forth by our party and was made a policy of our party, it cannot have no class 
character or tendentiousness. By putting forward the "double-hundred” policy, 
we do not mean to display and discuss various literary and artistic works and 
theories in a liberalistic and objectivistic way, but to develop Marxist theory 
and wake socialist literature and art flourishing in the course of struggle. All 
literary and artistic styles, schools of thought and opinions can be freely ex- 
pressed and published, but in this symphonic composition, there must be a chief 
melody, and that is the voice of Marxism. In the course of development, truth 
and falsehood, fragrant flowers and poisonous weeds always simultaneously exist 








together. The role of party leadership is no other than promoting correct things 
and extending the Marxist ideological front through literary and art criticism. 

We are not carrying out the “double-hundred" policy without purpose. Our purpose 
is serving the people and serving socialism. Departing from this purpose, the 
"double-hundred" policy can also be acceptable for those who advocate bourgeois 
liberalization and will thus betray its fundamental principles stand and deter- 
iorate. This is why the “double-hundred" policy and the policy of “two servings" 
[serving the people and serving socialism] are actually a complete and inseparable 
policy. 


In order to implement the "“double-hundred" policy, both foresight and courage are 
needed, because the correct implementation of this policy will make socialist liter- 
ature and art flourish while, at the same time, more unhealthy works or works with 
serious mistakes will also be created. We must be aware of this situation and 
adopt a correct attitude. It is wrong to abandon leadership and take a laissez- 
faire attitude. It is also wrong to be simple and crude, and to sweep everything 
away. This will be harmful to the new vitality in literature and art. The cor- 
rect method should be nourhishing plants in accordance with the natural laws and 
take good care of them. Here, a hard-working gardener is absolutely necessary, 
and that is the leadership of the party. But, on the question of whether it is 
necessary to strengthen and improve party leadership over literary and artistic 
work. There are still differences in principle. Those advocates of bourgeois 
liberalization hold that party leadership is an obstacle to democracy and free- 
dom in artistic creation and are trying hard to break away from it. And those 
who are influenced by the “leftist" ideology always confuse the party's "“double- 
hundred" policy with bourgeois liberalization and substitute oversimplied admin- 
istrative orders and method, disregarding the artistic law in the correct leader- 
ship of the party. Very often, when they hear people advocating democracy and free- 
dom in artistic creation they think this is advocating bourgeois liberalization, 
as if democracy and freedom and incompatible with party leadership. We hold that 
the "double-hundred” policy is a firm policy of our party in leading literary and 
art work. In order to better bring into play the leadership role of the party in 
the cause of socialist literary and art cause. It is necessary to improve the 
leadership method. It is necessary to adhere to the correct political principle 
and at the same time, develop literature and art in accordance with the artistic 
law so that literary and art work will be enlivened. Only by developing socialist 
democracy and enlivening sotialist literature and art can we effectively rectify 
the trend of bourgeois liberalization in the literature and art field. 


3. On the relationship between the criticism of the trend of bourgeois liberaliza- 
tion and the development of a lively situation in literary and artistic fields. 


Instead of exercising “overall dictatorship" as was done during the "Great Cultural 
Revolution,” the method of criticism and self-criticism and the method of help and 
guidance should be adopted in dealing with the expressions of bourgeois liberali- 
zation on the literature and art front, both in theory and in creative work. Some 
comrades are worried about whetuer more criticism will affect the lively situation 
in literature and art fields, which has not been brought about easily. Actually, 
the lively situation is one in which various different views are stated and various 
styles of works are created, people can criticize each other, can make self-criti- 
cism of conduct countercriticism. Such a situation was shaped through criticism and 
self-criticism. Bourgeois liberalization has nothing to do with the lively situa- 
tion of ideological confusion. Some other comrades are worried about whether more 
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criticism will affect the situation of stability and unity. As a matter of fact, 
in order to maintain the situation of stability and unity, there must be a common 
ideological basis. Without criticism and self-criticism, we shall not be able to 
distinguish between right and wrong, to seek truth and raise consciousness through 
discussion or struggle, or be able to have a common language and shall not be able 
to unite. Just as Comrade Hu Qiaomu pointed out, correct ideological struggle will 
do no harm to this situation. On the contrary, without ideological struggle, the 
situation shall be harmed. It is common knowledge that under normal conditions, 
running water never gets stale, but stagnant water gets stale easily. Like running 
Water, normal criticism and self-criticism or normal ideological struggle are ab- 
solutely necessary for our socialist society to maintain a healthy situation of 
stability and wity and develop a lively, mind-emancipated and flourishing culture. 
Without criticism and self-criticism, our situation will really become a pond of 
stale water, under which no stability or unity or the liveliness of a socialist 
society can be found. Instead, it will be quite possible to find the so-called 
“emancipation” and “prosperity" of various antisocialist microorganisms. 


Why do a few people feel oversensitive and very wary on hearing of criticism and 
self-criticism, especially on hearing of ideological struggle? This is because 
during the "Great Cultural Revolution" and the earlier period, some comrades did 
use arbitrary, crude and oversimplified method in criticism and self-criticism 

as well as in ideological struggle, and thus injured quite a number of good com- 
rades. No wonder people still have fresh memories of this and have a lingering 
fear. Even at present, some comrades, perhaps having got used to using the over- 
simplified method of criticism, are still fond of criticizing from the higher plane 
of principle or of suppressing people by power. This has also affected the normal 
practice of literary and art criticism. So, it is quite necessary that in our li- 
terary and art criticism in the future, attention should be paid to the attitude, 
method and the style of writing. We must start from the desire for unity and for 
helping others, present the facts and reason things out, and at the same time, 
allow the criticized to explain for themselves or conduct countercriticism. Those 
comrades who are criticized must also adopt a correct attitude and method and 
"choose ani follow what is correct. Even if there are very few correct ideas in 
other people's criticisms, the criticism is still worthy of being considered. If 
one can only be praised and not be criticized, this shows that one lacks courage 
and is very weak. So, seif-criticism must be particularly stressed today. If one 
considers oneself to be “constantly correct" and others to be always wrong, one 
can make no further progress. Only by carrying out constant and normal criticism 
and seif-critictem and by making it a regular practice so that people will be glad 
to hear criticism, can we maintain a lively situation of stabiiity and unity in 
our literary and art circles. Such an atmosphere should be created, upheld anc 
developed through our common efforts. 


In short, in my opinion, the criticism of the socal ideological trend of bourgeois 


liberalization on the literature and art front is not contradictory, but is in 

step with the movement to emancipate the mind, the implementation of the double- 
hundred policy, the development of the situation and the normal practice of critic- 
ism and self-criticism. t is not isoiated, but a link in the policy on literary 


and artistic work. 


The CCP Central Committee sometimes lays stress on a specific policy or principle 
in accordance with the development of the situation. This does not mean the 








abandoning of other policies and principles which have been proved to be effective 
in practice. Therefore, we must have a correct understanding of the consistency 
and continuity of the party's policy and principle on literary and artistic work. 
What Comrade Hu Qiaomu said in his speech merits our attention: "Here I may de- 
clare on behalf of the CCP Central Committee that Comrade Deng Xiaoping's congrat- 
ulatory speech at the Fourth National Congress of Literary and Art Circles held 

in 1979 and the circular of the CCP Central Committee issued in 1980 on conscien- 
tiously implementing the spirit of the Fourth National Congress of Literary and Art 
Circles are still effective. Our party's policy mapped out since the third plenary 
session, as well as the policies on literature and art, on cultural and academic 
work and on intellecturals are consistent policies. There have not been, will not 
be and should not be any changes in them." Having such a basic understanding, 

we shall not be swayed by hearsay or temporary trends. Instead, we shall be full 
of confidence and march forward with vigorous strides on the great road of social- 
ist literature and art.

CAUSES, TYPES OF RELIGIONS, SUPERSTITIONS DISCUSSED

[Text] Ours is a country of multiple nationalities. Because of historical reasons 
and the difference in living conditions and natural conditions in their respective 
communities, each nationality has certain different customs and habits, and varying 
degrees of feudal superstition also prevail in each community. Amamg each nationality 
there is also a considerable segment of people who believe in religions. Same 
religions, such as Islam and the Buddhist sects of Lamaism and Hinayana Buddhism, 
have been followed by all the people of same minority nationalities in the past. 
These relgions have a long history and a broad base of mass belief among the 

minority nationalities. In same nationalities, certain nationality customs and 
habits are often mixed with practices of religion and feudal superstition; therefore, 
certain rather complex phenanena appear. But religious beliefs, feudal superstitions, 
and nationality customs and habits belong to different realms and have different 
connotations and forms of expression. Therefore, our party has different policies 
for coping with these three realms. 


Citizens Enjoy the Freedan To Be Religiqs Believers or Nonbelievers 


In our country today there are mainly Buddhism (including Lamaism), Islam, Chris- 
tianity, and Daoism; apart from these, same minority nationalities hold primitive 
pantheistic beliefs. The rise of religion has its natural, social causes and sources 
of perception. The early rise of religion took place in primitive society when, 
because of their low productivity, people could neither understand nor resist certain 
natural phenamena, such as storms and lightning, earthquakes, illness, dreams, 
floods, fires, drought, etc., which thereby engendered a psychology of fear in their 
minds, making them think there might be supernatural forces that exercised control 
over them, and gradually arousing in their minds the concept of “deities.” They, 
thereby thought that whenever they encountered difficulties, they needed only to pray 
to such “deities” for help, and all calamities would be dissolved. As man entered a 
class society, the toiling people were again subject to oppression by class forces in 
society. At first, people similarly failed to understand the oppression by class 
forces, thinking that the forces of “deities” controlled people's fate and they could 
only pray to the “deities” for help. Religion took shape in class society and 
developed along with the development of class society. Religion exalts to the skies 





the differentiation of classes and grades and the ruling apparatus on earth; it 
fabricates paradise and hell. The heavenly deities are also graded, and they all 
man their posts under the guidance of the Jade Emperor, Sakyamuni, God and the 
Spiritual Ruler, deciding all good and bad fortune and good and bad luck in the 
present world and the world after death. In its process of development, a religion 
also gradually completes its teachings and its rules, and it also engenders various 
sects. For this reason, Marx held that religion was created out of a psychology of 
fear. In a class society, [religion] is often utilized by the reactionary ruling 
Classes and thereby becomes an instrument to mesmerize the people and consolidate 
their rule. 


We communists are materialists and atheists; we don't believe in any religion. Then 
why do we allow religias to exist and also respect the religious beliefs of the 
masses of the people? This is because religions, since they have undergone a process 
of their rise and development, must inevitably undergo a process of their disap- 
pearance. Along with the elimination of classes and the development of the forces 
of production and science and culture, the working people have mastered their own 
destiny and have continued to deepen their perception of, and control over, nature. 
Their concept of religion is bound to become gradually weakened and ultimately elimi- 
nated. But the complete disappearance of religion must pass through a long-drawn-out 
historical period; this is a law irrespective of man's will. At the same time, we 
should see that religion has to do with the question of world view and the question 
of ideological perception; the overwhelming majority of the pious masses are the 
working people. With respect to the religious beliefs of the masses of the people, 
it is just as Camrade Mao Zedong pointed out in his “On the Question of Correctly 
Handling Contradictions Among the People:" "We cannot eliminate religion by admin- 
istrative decrees, or force people not to believe in religion. Nor can we force 
people to abandon idealism or force them to believe in Marxism. All questions of 

an ideological nature and all questions of debate among the people can be solved only 
by the method of discussion, the method of criticism, and the method of persuasion 
and education.” Especially today, when the majority of mankind still lives under 

the dual oppression of "natural forces” and “social forces," religion still has its 
objective basis for existence. Even in our socialist state, while the social bases 
or which the existence of religion depends--class oppression, a system of national 
oppression--have already been eliminated, the people's scientific and cultural level 
is still very low and they still cannot entirely perceive and control nature, and 
therefore religion still has bases for its existence and will not disappear in a 
short time. If we deal with religion by simplistic, coercive, declarative methods, 
the results will be contrary to what we expect. 


Therefore, the policy of freedom of belief adopted by our party with respect to 
religion is a long-term policy. This policy prescribes that as to whether to believe 
Or not to believe in religion, the choice is up to the various nationalities them- 
selves. Every citizen enjoys both the freedom to believe in religion and the 
freedom not to believe in religion, the freedom to believe in that religion, the 
freedom to believe in a religion today and not to believe in it tomorrow, as well as 
the freedom not to believe in a religion today but to believe in it tomorrow. No 
matter whether they believe or do not believe in religion, all citizens are protected 
by the Constitution and by law. As long as religicqus followers lowe their country 
and abide by the law, they are not discriminated against politically. All religions 
are politically equal. This is beneficial to the strengthening of the unity between 
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the masses of believers and nonbelievers, to the consolidation and development of 

the political situation of stability and unity, to the mabilizing of various posi- 
tive factors, and to everyone's working on the four modernizations with one heart 

and one mind. In the meantime, the party and the government have formulated relevant 
regulations on religious activity which must be obeyed. For instance, members of 

the Communist Party and the Communist Youth Corps are not allowed to follow a religion; 
religions must not interfere in government administration, the judicial process, or 
ecucation; they must not hamper production and social order; they must not cheat the 
people out of their property or endanger the people's health; no ome is allowed to 
appropriate collective property in order to engage in religious activities; no 
religious privileges or religious systems of exploitation that have been barred 

shall be revived; no one is allowed to coerce those who do not follow any religion 

to believe in a religion; it is strictly forbidden for foreigners to interfere in 

Our religious activities; and so on. In qr practical work, we must also make a 
strict distinction between the general religiqs beliefs of the masses of the people 
and the counterrevolutionary activities and other activities of sabotage in which a 
small number of people engage, under the religious cloak. We must deal correctly 
with the two categories of contradictions of a different nature. 


With Respect to Feudal, Superstitious Activities, We Must Carry Our Education, Curb 
Them, and Ban Them 


Feudal superstitions generally mean superstitiqus activities such as divining and 
fortune-telling, the practice of physiognamy, the belief in geomancy, the search for 
prescriptions and medicine for immortality, ghost-chasing as a way to treat illness, 
the selection of propitious days for important undertakings, the holding of seances, 
the presentation of secrifices in return for blessings by an idol, praying for 
childpearing, praying for the disappearnace of calamities and for rain, etc. Such 
superstitions mostly took shape in our feudal society and were utilized by the 
feudal ruling classes; hence they are generally called feudal superstitions.

Geities. This is what the two have in comma. But there is a difference between a 
religion and a feudal superstition. A religion represents an idealist world view; 

it has complete, systematic teachings; it has a fairly close-knit religious organi- 
zation and religious institutions. But feudal superstition is quite different: it 


has neither fixed beliefs nor systematic teachings or rules, but often varies because 
of time, place, event, and nationality. Those who harbor feudal superstitious ideas 
usually desire answers to certain doubtful, difficult questions and desire satis- 
faction of certain needs, whereas the professionals in superstition seek precisely 

tc appeal to what those people long for by propping up deities and invoking ghosts, 
and randomly swindling momey and property from people by various Sinister means. 

In severe cases, such practices often lead to serious consequences such as murdering 
people, hampering production, and disturbing social order. 


Feudal superstitions afford easier loopholes for bad people to exploit. For this 
reason, we cannot adopt a policy of free belircf with regard to feudal superstitions. 
After liberation, the party and the state have always insisted on banning the 
activities of professionals [dealing] in superstition. Article 165 of our Criminal 
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Law provides: “A sorcerer or witch who engages in rumormongering and property- 
Swindling by taking advantage of superstitions shall be punished by imprisonment of 
up to 2 years, detention, or control. In cases wherein the situation is serious, 

he or she shall be punished by imprisonment of from 2 to 7 years." However, with 
respect to those professionals jdealing] in superstition who are left over by history 
but who have not engaged in such sabotage activities, a policy of education and 
reform is adopted instead. The objects of the crackdown here are those very few 
individuals who carry out counterrevolutionary activities, and who deceive the masses 
through rumormongering, and who take advantage of such superstitions to swindle 
people out of their money and property and to maim or murder people. In the case of 
the masses of the people who, because of their ideological and cultural backwardness, 
engage in general feudal superstitious activities, we must adhere to a policy of 
persuasion and education, carry out meticulous, patient ideological and political 
work, and popularize scientific and cultural knowledge in order to help them 
Gradually abandon their feudal superstitions. 


Respect the Legitimate Customs and Habits of All Nationalities 


Nationality customs and habits are those peculiar habits in the material and cultural 
life of the various nationalities having to do with their weddings, funerals, personal 
clothing and ornaments, food, housing, architectural forms and styles, and festivals 
and ceremonies. Such nationality customs and habits have taken shape in the long 
historical processes of development on the part of the various nationalities, and 
they are one of the important indicators of how these nationalities differ from one 
another. To a certain degree, they reflect and demonstrate the histories, econamies, 
cultural lives, and psychological feelings of these nationalities; they are closely 
connected with the lives of the people of these nationalities. But because of his- 
torical reasons, certain nationality customs and habits are often mixed with the 
influence of religions and feudal superstitions, Some nationality custams and 

habits were originally prescribed by religions, and in the long period of their his- 
torical development they have already become the nationalities' habits of life. For 
instance, among the 10 nationalities that subscribe to the Islamic faith in ar 
country, such as the Moslems, the Uygurs, and the Hassaks, the habit of abstention 
from raising pigs and eating pork is precisely such a situation. The festivals of 
some nationalities are often accampanied by corresponding religious legends, and 
religious ceremonies are often conducted on such festive occasions. For example, 

in the case of the Tai nationality's water festival, prior to and in the early days 
after liberation the masses had first of all to go to the Buddhist temples to wash 
the dust from the Buddhist statues, and only after these Buddhas were dripping with 
water would the massive water-spraying begin. There are also other nationality custams 
and habits of which elements of superstition and taboos really make up the greater 
Part. For example, in the early days after liberation, people of the nationalities 
among wham primitive remnants still weigh quite heavily were accustomed in their 
Gaily chores, big or small, such as sowing, harvests, weddings, funerals, illness, 
births, calamities, etc., to invariably invoke a motion [2302 7333] or a BIMO 

{3968 2302] to dissipate evil and carry out divination, and to cite the sutras and 
exorcise ghosts for them. 


Therefore, we must respect the customs and habits of the various nationalities, but 


we must also distinguish between the various situations. Those which are healthy or 
basically healthy in their practice and which play 4 positive role in the development 
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and advancement of the various nationalities and in the forging of unity among the 
nationalities, or are at least not harmful to them, we should preserve and develop. 
Those which prove in both content and form to be detrimental to the development of 
production, to econamic and cultural prosperity, and to unity among the nationalities, 
we must reform. Our Cmstitution provides: "Respect the custams and habits of 

the minority nationalities; all nationalities enjoy the freedam to preserve or reform 
their respective custams and habits." This is an important question which concerns 
equality between the nationalities and unity among the nationalities; we must adopt 
avery prudent attitude. In the case of certain religious and feudal, superstitious 
factors mixed in the nationality customs and habits, with respect to the professionals 
in religion and superstition we must not allow them to swindle money and property 
from people by taking advantage of these things or to sabotage the unity among the 
nationalities and the construction of the four modernizations; with respect to the 
masses of the people, we can only seek to enlighten and educate them. Along with 
the development of our economy and culture and the heightening of the people's con- 
sciousness, nationality customs and habits are undergoing development and change. 

We must completely trust and rely on the people of qur respective nationalities to 
take it upon themselves, under our correct guidance, to reform the backward things 
which hamper the development of our nationalities and the unity among our nationali- 
ties, and preserve and develop our healthy, positive things, but we should never 
coerce them or do everything in their behalf.

[Excerpts] It was pointed out at a recent meeting called by the Jiangxi provincial 
leading group for family planning that efforts should be continuously made to grasp 
well the work of family planning and strive to limit the province's population 
growth rate to 12 per thousand or as low as 10 per thousand. The meeting summed 

up the 1981 achievements in family planning and discussed the new tasks for 1982. 
Family planning was promoted in Jiangxi Province in 1981 with rather good results. 
The province's natural population growth dropped to 9.38 per thousand, below the 
State target of 12 per thousand.

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ECONOMY IS MAIN TOPIC FOR DISCUSSION AT NPC 4TH SESSION 
Hong Kong CHENG MING [CONTENDING] in Chinese No 1, 1 Jan 82 pp 18-20 


[Article by Xu Xing [6079 5887]: “Issues Raised by the 4th Session of the 5th 
NPC" ] 


[Text] The 4th Session of the 5th NPC opened on 30 November, and after a lengthy 
course of reading out reports, small group discussions, passage by the presidiun, 
and voting by the full session, closed on 13 December. Two days earlier, the 4th 
Session of the 5th CPPCC had convened, and it closed on 14 December. 


The constitution stipulates that the NPC is the highest organ of state power, but 
in reality all along it has only existed as a legal form for approving current 
policies. Over 3,000 NPC deputies (with the over 2,000 CPPCC deputies making a 
total of more than 5,000 delegates) gather together, but they do not really speak 
for the peopie, and even less can they play the role of questioning, supervising, 
and restraining the powerholders. These huge meetings, which expend the state's 
public funds, have become mere formalities held in obedience to commands from 
above. 


However, any kind of social phenomenon, perhaps the most passive phenomenon, is 
a mirror that, from the front and the sides, by direct reflection or refraction, 
casts light on the existing situation as well as the essence of the society at 
that time. This NPC session was no exception. 


The NPC Reflected the Current Political Climate 


What characteristics in our country's current situation did the NPC session 
reflect? 


One characteristic that it reflected was the current "restrained" climate in 
politics. This point is most evident when compared with last year's NPC's ses- 
sion. I remember that, during last year's 3d Session of the 5th NPC, many depu- 
ties, when speaking at the small group discussions, took unprecedented leaps and 
their speech was very incisive and sharp. Some small groups compelled the minis- 
ter of Petroleum Industry and the minister of Metallurgical Industry to submit 
themselves to on-the-spot questioning about the sinking of the ship Bohai No 2 
and the incident at the Baotou Iron and Steel Company. Every day RENMIN RIBAO 
would devote space on several pages to the publication of summaries of the depu- 
ties’ speeches. The impression at that time was: the 1980 people's deputies are 
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really acting a little like deputies of the people, and they are willing to act 
as the mouthpieces of the people and to plead on behalf of the people. But 
these same deputies, at this year's session, seem to have lost last year's brave 
spirit, and the same RENMIN RIBAO this year seemed excessively niggardly about 
pointing the deputies’ speeches, and most of those it did print were opinions 
that chimed in with those of others. 


Why, in the interval of 1 year, had the image of the deputies changed out of all 
recognition? Wasn't this precisely the reflection of the political climate of 
"restraint?" Some people call this kind of change from hot to cold “political 
malaria.” From this “political malaria," people can grasp a Chinese-style law: 
the democratic climate in Chinese society is a byproduct of the power struggles 
at the upper level; the people are still far from being able to control their 
own destiny. 


More specifically, the Deng-Hu faction needed to tolerate a democratic climate at 
last year's NPC session in order to overturn Hua Guofang's authority. In order 
to intensify the pressure on Hua Guofeng to step down, before the NPC session 

was convened people intentionally made public the sinking of the ship Bohai No 2 
in order to deflate the arrogance of the petroleum faction in the State Council, 
and also drew on the incident at the Baotou Iron and Steel Company for support 

of its point, hinting that it was a typical case of the failure of a "foreign 
leap forward." From this they created an atmosphere in which the old premier 
would step down and a new premier would take his place. Now the power changes 

at the upper level that were wanted have been completed, and there is no longer 

a need for democratic pressure. Consequently, the political lines of action have 
gradually been tightened. From the arrest of democratic youths to the so-called 
movement "against the tendency toward liberalization," the incidents against Bai 
Hua and other writers, up to the so-called overcoming of the “slack and weak" 
leadership on the ideological front, this tightening has caused the political 
climate of the entire society to be like an early winter when people feel a nip 
in the air. In this social atmosphere, this year's NPC deputies did not need to 
be instructed and had an early premonition of the climatic changes in temperatic, 
and all of them spontaneously understood the time to act as “brave and superior 
persons." 


The second characteristic is that this NPC session reflected the fact that poli- 
tically the situation in China now is relatively stable. In this society, al- 
though the contradictions of the minority nationalities pose a concealed danger, 
all the other social contradictions have been controlled, suppressed, or chan- 
neled; with regard to leadership, the power changes at the upper level have 
basically been brought to a temporary close, and the new power centers in the 
party, government, and armed forces have obtained definitive control. Conse- 
quently, the forms of the power structure have gradually moved from the past com- 
plexity of many toward the unity of one. In this situation, the fierce power 
struggles have subsided for the moment and politically there are no extremely 
urgent struggle tasks. The most outstanding problem now is the economic one, and 
so it was not fortuitous that this session made economic work the principal topic 


for discussion. 





With regard to the present state of China's economy, Zhao Ziyang gave a brief 
account of the situation in agriculture, light and heavy industry, capital con- 
struction, internal and external trade, and the people's life, and also put 
torward in particular the two most outstanding current problems in the economy: 
the financial deficit and the rise in prices. It is said that this year's 
financial deficit will drop from last year's 12.7 billion yuan to 2.7 billion 
yuan, and this figure represents a hig sudden dicp. However, speaking of the 
economy as a whole, Zhao Ziyang held that: The 3-year period, originally set 

by the State Council in 1979 at the 2d Session of the 5th NPC, for carrying out 
the economic policy of “readjustment, restructuring, reorganization, and upgrad- 
ing” must be extended to a 5-year period or even longer. Zhao Ziyang put forward 
a 10-point program for future economic construction, which, he held, would put 
our country's economy on a new path of “comparatively real speed, comparatively 
good economic benefits, and even more material benefits that the people could 
obtain.” However, after conscientiously perusing his 10-point program, I do not 
feei that it contains any particularly new ideas. In the current state of 
China's economy, by and large, the improvement in the rural economy is compara- 
tively striking, and this is attributable to the serious attention the leadership 
has paid to concrete work on the rural economy by putting into effect a series of 
new rural policies. These “new policies” are truly masterly. They boldly use 
huge financial subsidies to raise the procurement prices of agricultural and sub- 
Sidiary products, and give the communes and production brigades, and even the 
individual peasant, a free hand to make their own decisions about agricultural and 
subsidiary production; because of this stress on the right to freedom and on the 
production responsibility system, at long last individual forms of management in 
which the household makes production contacts have developed spontaneously in the 
rural areas. These reforms have had an immensely stimulating effect on the 
peasants’ feelings about production; they are equivalent to suddenly removing 

a big stone that has pressed on their heads for over 20 years, thereby spurring 

a rapid revival of the rural economy. 


However, on the industrial side of the question there are many complications. 


The composition and structure of industrial production are different from those 

of agricuiture. The key elements in the composition of agriculture are land, 
labor, tools and fertilizer. From the primitive low level state of tools and 
fertilizers, one can strive to attain self-sufficiency. Therefore, only a rais- 
ing of interest in putting out labor is required, and then the other problems can 
readily be solved. The key elements in the composition of industry are factories, 


machinery, Labor, technology, raw materials, energy resources, and transport. 
The last three must normally depend on the assistance of other enterprises. If 


one link in the chain is broken for a minute, all the enterprises suffer a mortal 
blow. » to now, the Chinese communists have not been able to solve very well 
the problems in industry of raw materials, energy resources, and transport; have 
not been able to solve very well the problem of the aging of technology and 
machinery; have also not been abie to solve very well the problem of producing 


ind marketing complete sets of products; and even less have been able to find a 
satistactory way that would both maintain the leadership system and adequately 
stimulate the workers’ enthusiasm for labor. 


At present, the comparatively striking results of concrete work on industrial 
leadership are the reversal of the direction of unrealistically investing in 





capital construction beyond the national strength and the reversal of the pheno- 
menon of putting heavy industry first and light industry second, so that the pro- 
duction of articles of daily consumption is given the attention it deserves. 
However, with regard to inflation and price rises, the tiny living allowances 
that the government gives the people beforehand are swallowed up without a trace 
left. The proportional imbalance between the various departments of the economy 
is still far from being brought into harmonious coordination. The reform of the 
economic structure, especially the reform of the management system, is still in 
the stage of groping about and experimenting. Therefore, Zhao Ziyang has advo- 
cated an extension in time for the poiicy of “readjustment, restructuring, re- 
organization, and upgrading." 


The Root Causes of Trouble in Industrial Production 


The extension of time for reorganization and restructuring is necessary, but if 
there is no feasible path to take, then the time will just be extended and the 
efforts will be futile. Zhao Ziyang's proposed 10-point program looks as if it 
attends to each and every aspect of the matter and is well planned and orderly, 
but it really does not hit the core and crux of the problem. 


All of the drawbacks existing in China's industrial production today, if we are 
to speak bluntly, in the final analysis, have their origin in two key links: 
first, state ownership of enterprises; second, the concentration of the power of 
economic management in the hands of bureaucrats. State ownership of enterprises 
has proven to be effective in preventing a high degree of concentration of wealth 
in the hands of private individuals and in preventing monopolistic abuses, but it 
is very difficult for it to prevent the personnel of an enterprise from being 
indifferent to the overall interests of the enterprise. Up to now, none of the 
communist countries in the world has found a satisfactory way to promote what is 
beneficial and get rid of the drawbacks of these two systems. There should be a 
way. For example, closely integrating the staff welfare system with the enter- 
prise’s overall interests by transplatting the system of rewards and penalties 
for staff and workers in Japan's enterprises into state-owned enterprises, and 
perhaps break the staff's indifference to the enterprise's overall interests. 
This is a method worth attempting, but this attempt necessarily requires that 

the enterprise have the greatest amount of initiative in its own hands--not only 
initiative in management but also initiative in finances. This will lead to a 
contradiction with the system of concentrating economic control in the hands of 
State bureaucrats. Therefore, the reform of the socialist economy is bound to 
abolish the direct control of enterprises by state bureaucrats; to put in effect 
enterprise initiative; to put into effect democratic control and democratic super- 
vision of enterprises by their staffs; to put into effect a staff welfare system 
within the framework of the enterprises; to change the system of enterprises’ turn- 
ing over their profits to the state to a system of taxes; and to change state- 
financed industrial appropriations to bank credits. Such ideas for a radical 
reform of the economy were put forward in theory by some economists and social 
scientists in China during 1979 and 1980, when academic democracy was beginning 
to sprout for the first time, but, owing to the leadership's tightening of “re- 
straints," and especially after the initiation of the movement against the 
“tendency toward bourgeois liberalization,” no one can be seen in academic circles 
probing deeply into this question. 





Willi the State Council Cut Redundant Personnel? 


In fact, the bureaucratization of the state's administrative structure not only 
is an obstacle to enterprise reform, but also an obstacle to the powerholders’ 
carrying out of government orders. A state structure in which there is a great 
number of departments, many administrative levels, overstaffing, mutual wrangling, 
and low efficiency not only makes the masses discontented and foreigners sneer, 
but even makes those who run the country sometimes feel that it is too cumbersome 
to be effective. However, dissatisfaction is only dissatisfaction, and if one is 
to start solving the problem one would find plenty of misgivings and curbs. As 
early as 1950, the Chinese communists advocated opposition to bureaucracy, but 

31 years have passed and not only has bureaucracy not been given up but, on the 
contrary, it has become more and more serious. 


At last year's NPC session, in his speech Hua Guofeng discussed this problem with 
particular emphasis and put forward an opinion in the nature of a breakthrough. 

He maintained that bureaucracy was not only a legacy of the old society but per- 
haps a product of the imperfections in the socialist system itself. What are the 
imperfections of the socialist system itself? He said: "Our government organiza- 
tions have improperly used administrative methods to control nearly all aspects 

of social life, taking on a strenuous and complex task never seen before in history. 
This irrational state of affairs is the crux of the problem.” I don't believe 
this was just Hua Guofeng's individual opinion, but that it was the conclusion of 
he CCP Central Committee. It is to be applauded. But a year has passed, and 
what results have been achieved in conquering the problem? 


It is said that the CCP Central Committee recently also put this question to the 
State Council, which consequently decided to begin, first of all, to reform its 
ministries by preparing for the major event of cutting down and merging organiza- 
tions and reduadant persennel. 


Not only are administrative organizations at every level in China swamped by re- 
dundant personnel, but they are so to an unprecedentedly ridiculous extent. 


Speaking of the State Council itself, it has eight ministries for the machine- 
building industry, and in addition it has a ministry for agricuitural machinery. 
in the past, the three ministries of petroleum, coal, and chemical industry were 
merged for a time, as were the ministries for water conservancy and electric 
power. Now thev are again separate. According to the 1980 "China Encyclopedia 
Yearbook,” many ministries have more than 10 vice ministers apiece; the Ministry 
of Metallurgical industry has the most ministers--over 20--and the Ministry of 
Agriculture is aext with 16. Is this phenomenon just the result of juggling by 
ministries and is not found evervwhere jobs are assigned by influence? It is true 
of vice ministers and even of vice premiers: the State Council has in all as many 
as 18 vice premiers. This is also a rare phenomena in the world! 


According to a piece of news from the diplomatic circles in Beijing revealed by 
AP, the 600,000 cadres in the State Council's committees and bureaus and in the 
Beijing municipal government are to be cut next year by a third, i.e., 200,000 
eadres. If this news is true, it will be a “masterstroke.” It is not known 

whether this number will include vice premiers. Let's hope this "masterstroke” 


will not be aborted. 
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
